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Callaghan puts Labor on line today 



Callaghan 

... will accept verdict 


LONDON (AP) — Prime Minister James 
Callatihan's minority Labor government 
lost a crucial House of Commons vote Wed¬ 
nesday niitht on its anti-inflation pay policy 
and Ininicdiately slaked its future on a vole 
of confidence. 

L'allatthan called the vole of confidence 
for today. If the KovemmenI is defeated, 
there miRhl be a Reneral election within 
wet-ks. 

Political reporters at the Commons, after 
talking with party leaders, said they ex¬ 
pect the Rovemmenl to survive the vole with 
a small majority. 

The crisis came after the opposition Con¬ 
servatives, led by .Margaret Thatcher, in¬ 
troduced a motion attacking the govern¬ 
ment's use of economic sanctions against 
companies which exceed pay increases of 


Defeat in confidence vote

five per cent this year. The ceiling on 
pay increases is designed to control infla¬ 
tion. 

The motion, which attacked what is de 
scribed as arbitrary use of sanctions without 
parliamentary approval, was approved by a 
vote of 285 279. 

A further vote incorporating the censure 
in a more general motion on the gov¬ 
ernment's counter-inflation policy resulted 
in a .second government defeat, this time 
285-283. 

At that point, amid uproar in the Com 
mons. Callaghan said a motion of confidence 


in his government would be introduced 
"forthwith" and voted upon today. 

He said: "The government will accept the 
verdict of the House and if we are defeat¬ 
ed. we shall ask the country to choose." 

There was confusion as to how many of 
Labor's own members, particularly from 
the disgruntled left wing, abstained in the 
vote. 

Many of the 635 members were absent. 
Only 564 voted on the first motion and 568 
on the second. 

Labor is in a minority in the Commons 
with 308 seats, against 280 Conservatives. 
13 Liberals, II Scottish Nationalists. 10 Ul¬ 


ster Unionists, three Welsh Nationalists, two 
Scottish Labor, one Social Democratic 
Labor member from Northern Ireland, and 
one Independent. 

This makes 629 members. There are four 
non-voting officers and two current va¬ 
cancies, making a total of 635. 

Labor depends upon support from the 
smaller factions to get its program 
through. 

Callaghan must call an election by Octo¬ 
ber, 1979. when the government's five-year 
term expires. Defeat on today's motion of 
confidence would bring-an election within 
weeks. 

The U.S.-owned Ford Motor Co. was the 
immediate cause of the erisis. 

After a nine-week .strike at its British 
plants, the company broke the government 
pay code by agreeing to a 17-per-cent pay- 
increase.

Ticket irreeularities 

Curtis dumps 
lottery chief 


The $30,000 a year head of 
the B.C. Lotteries Branch 
was fired Wednesday fol¬ 
lowing charges of irregular¬ 
ities involving seven unsold 
$25 bonus tickets. 

Jack Stewart was dis¬ 
missed by Provincial Secre¬ 
tary Hugh Curtis although 
the incidents involving him 
had taken place w hile Grace 
McCarthy was the minister 
responsible for lotteries. 

In a prepared press re¬ 
lease on provincial secre¬ 
tary and government ser¬ 
vices letterhead it was 
slati-d that Stewart's dismis¬ 
sal followed the cashing of 
$25 tickets to defray the ex¬ 
penses of a retirement func¬ 
tion and help pay for a re¬ 
tirement gift. 

The press release states 
that "by his own admission 
(.Stewart) cashr-d seven un¬ 


sold tickets, each valued at 
$25. in order to finance a 
retirement function and gift 
for a retiring employee." 

Unsold lottery tickets are 
returned to B.C. headquar¬ 
ters and retained in a vault 
until after the various draws 
are held. Stewart, it is 
claimed, removed seven un¬ 
sold $25 bonus tickets, 
cashed them and used the 
funds for the staff function. 

The press release said he 
was immediately suspended 
in October and dismissed 
Wednesday on the recom 
mendatlon of the Western 
Canada Lottery Founda¬ 
tion. 

Stewart has reimbursed 
the foundation for the $175 
involved in the transaction 
and has indicated that he 
intends to "grieve the deci¬ 
sion" removing him from 
office.

"I think that's the only thing that stopped the robbery," 
Y'u said later. 

A 16-year-old juvenile was arrested as a suspect 
nine hours later and released In his parents' custody.

FLQ couple trades 
exile for police ceils 


MONTREAL (CP) — 
Ending eight years and 10 
days of exile. Jacques and 
Louise Cossette-Trudel rc‘- 
tumed to (Juebec on We'd 
nesday to face charges aris¬ 
ing from the 1970 kidnapping 
of a British diplomat. 

The couple smiled broadly 
as they and their two chil¬ 
dren. Alexis and Marie- 
Ange. arrived at nearby 
Mirabel International Air¬ 
port aboard an Air Canada 
Boeing 747 from Paris 

They were immediately- 
arrested by two Montreal 
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police detectives as prime 
suspects in the 59-day kid¬ 
napping of former British 
trade commissioner James 
Cross that sparked the 1970 
October Crisis. 

As wet snow fell, police 
led the couple from the jet 
and into a waiting car. then 
whisked them to a downtown 
police station where they 
were detained for question¬ 
ing. 

The Cossette-Trudels. 
both 31. were to be held 
overnight in separate cells 
and arraigned in .sessions 
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court today on charges of 
kidnapping. conspiracy, 
forcible detention and extor¬ 
tion. police said. 

Their children, aged four 
and six, were brought 
through customs by rela¬ 
tives who had to fight their 
way. with the help of police, 
through a crowd of reporters 
and cameramen who had 
been waiting at the airport 
since early morning to catch 
a glimpse of the exiles. 

The Co.ssette - Trudels 
were flown to Cuba Dec. 3. 
1970. along with three other 
members of a (Quebec Liber¬ 
ation Front (FLQ) cell, in 
exchange for the safe re¬ 
lease of Cross. 

All five moved to Paris in 
1974. The Cossette-Trudels 
recently gave up their long¬ 
standing campaign for am¬ 
nesty and decided to return 
to Quebec, despite a pledge 
by Quebec justice author¬ 
ities to prosecute if they re¬ 
turned to Canada. 

One of the few civilians 
allowed to enter was the 
couple's lawyer. Serge Men¬ 
ard. who had apparently- 
been kept in the dark until 
the last minute about the 
station at which his clients 
were being detained.

Nursing home laws ‘inadequate’ 


VANCOUVER (UPl) — 
Some B.C. nursing homes 
are dangerohs to the health 
of their patients, the direc¬ 
tor of the provincial Refps- 
tered Nurses Association 
said Wednesday. 

Marilyn Carmack said 
some staff members were 
under-trained, facilities are 
inferior and provincial legis¬ 
lation governing nursing 
homes was inadequate. The 
nurses' association has 


asked the provincial govern¬ 
ment to strengthen the legis¬ 
lation. - 

"We've submitted revi¬ 
sions of regulations under 
the Community Care Facili¬ 
ties Licensing Act to correct 
the problems." she said. 

Existing legislation al¬ 
lowed unlicensed personnel 
to supervise staff who pro¬ 
vide nursing care, leading to 
severe problems, she said. 

Elderly patients were 


sometimes given incorrect 
dosages and staff were un¬ 
able to deal with some pa¬ 
tients' reactions to pre¬ 
scribed medicine. 

"One of onr main con¬ 
cerns is in the area of medi¬ 
cation.” Carmack .said. "It's 
not hard to train someone to 
give people pills. But to 
know what reactions to' 
watch for—that takes a little 
more." 

The nurses' brief recom¬ 


mends changes in nursing 
home staffing regulations to 
assure that qualified super¬ 
visors are always on duty. 

"We also want to have 
changes In general surveil¬ 
lance of nutrition and gen¬ 
eral hygiene." Carmack 
said. “We know of situations 
where a person in long-term 
-care facilities had scabies. 

"There are also cases 
where patients, although fed 
properly, have lost their 


dentures and they haven't 
been replaced. Or the den¬ 
tures didn't fit. or were bro¬ 
ken. and nothing was done. 

In other homes, patients 
were virtual prisoners in 
their rooms because the in¬ 
stitutions lacked proper 
wheelchair or ambulatory- 
facilities. she said. 

Officials in the provincial 
health department said 
Wednesday the nurses' pro¬ 
posals are being studied. 


Israeli reluctance 
frustrates Carter; 
Sadat wins praise 


Unittd PrMi lnl«nMtion«l 

President Carter recalled 
U.S. .State Secretary Cyrus 
Vance from the Middle Elast 
Wednesday and said he was 
"very frustrated" at Is¬ 
rael's new reluctance to ac¬ 
cept a compromise formula 
it had originally proposed. 

Carter's comments Wed¬ 
nesday night capped a day 
of frantic diplomatic activ¬ 
ity in Washington and Israel, 
where Vance met twice with 
Israeli Prime Minister Men- 
achem Begin but failed to 
gam Israeli acceptance of 
the compromise formula. 

Carter said Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat "has 
accepted the text of the 
treaty discussed with 
Vance. "I don't believe 
there are any exceptions.” 

"He has adopted a time 
schedule that was originally 
proposed by (Israeli) For¬ 
eign Minister (Moshe) 
Dayan himself, that a goal 
be agreed of holding elec¬ 
tions and establishing a self 
government in the West 

Boeing 
blames 
air crew 

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Boeing Co. has filed docu¬ 
ments in a California court 
that blame the flight crew, 
not a thrust reverscr. for the 
crash of a Pacific Western 
Airlines Boeing 737 in Cran- 
brook. last Feb. II. 

Charles Davies, a Boeing 
project engineer, filed an 
affidavit claiming that if 
the pilot had followed nor¬ 
mal go-round procedures 
and not made an improper 
left-rudder input, the plane 
would not have crashed. 
E'drty-threc persons were 
killed. 

The plane crashed after 
the flight crew tried to abort 
a landing at the Cranbrook 
airport when it spotted a 
snow-clearing machine on 
the runway. 

A coroner's inquest ear¬ 
lier this year was told that a 
thrust reverser remained 
open when the pilot aborted 
the landing, causing the 
plane to veer to the left, 
crash and burst into 
flames. 

Davies said that based on 
Boeing flight tests and a 
simulation done at the re¬ 
quest of Transport Canada, 
the Boeing 737 is controll¬ 
able with only one thrust 
reverser. 

The affidavit is part of 
Boeing's defence against 
multi-million-dollar law¬ 
suits relating to the crash. 

In an interview from Seat¬ 
tle, Harold Carr, Boeing 
public relations officer, said 
the company did not plan to 
make public its report to 
Transport Canada while the 
aircraft company was in¬ 
volved ill the cour^ case.

US, retreating^ says ex-Soviet 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
former Soviet disarmament 
specialist said Wednesday 
be believed the Soviet Onion 
now could win an all-out nu¬ 
clear war and that by pursu- 
inf! a stratefiic arms limita¬ 
tion treaty the United States 
had adopted "unilateral dis¬ 
armament and retreat.” 

Igor Glagolev, who defect- 
ed to the United States in 
1976. told the American Con¬ 


servative Union that "the 
new S.A.L.T. treaty should 
be rejected as a whole.” 

He believed previous 
S.A.L.T. agreements gave 
the Soviet Union first-strike 
capability “to kill. burn, poi¬ 
son or contaminate with its 
nuclear and chemical 
weapons almost the whole 
population of the United 
States and to put out of ac¬ 
tion a large majority of the 


American weapons of re¬ 
taliation.” 

Mtanwhile, Lt.-Gen 
George Seignious, the new 
direttor of the U S. Arms 
Control and Disarmament 
Agency, told a news confer¬ 
ence that the threat of a 
Soviet "first strike” is 
growing and that more arms 
spending was required to 


cope- with it. 

Seignious said recent ad¬ 
vances in the accuracy of 
Soviet missiles made it “axi¬ 
omatic to me that in due 
course the threat to the sur¬ 
vival of the Minuteman 
(missile) field will grow.” 

He added that until some 
future treaty, going beyond 
S.A.L.T. II, leads to reduc¬ 


tions in strategic arms, "the 
U.S. must ensure it has the 
forces necessary to retain a 
strategic balance.” 

Seignious would not dis¬ 
cuss details of the most re¬ 
cent S.A.L.T. II negotia¬ 
tions, which have brought 
the U.S. and the .Soviet 
Union to the verge of an 
agreement. 


.SALISBUKV (AP) — Prime Minister Ian Smith admit¬ 
ted Wednesday that the guerrilla attack on an oil lank farm 
outside the Rhodesian capital was "one of our biggest 
setbacks since the terrorist war began " 

Oil company officials said 22 of 28 giant storage tanks 
were destro.ved. wiping out an estimated 17 million gal 
Ions of Rhodeaia's scarce reserves of gasoline and die¬ 
sel and aviation fuel. 

FIRUMKN, REINFORCED BV equipment, chemicals 
and experts from South Africa, said the blare was under 
conlml. but that four of the remaining tanks were on fire 
and likely to explode. The loss was estimated a $18 mil¬ 
lion. 

.Smith, wearing rubber boots as he trudged through 
quagmires of fuel, water and mud. said it would be 
foolish to pretend guerrillas had not dealt a severe blow 
to "an economy under siege” from years of United 
Nations trade embargos 

“But it is also another challenge . we are going to 
overcome this." he- said while surveying the burned 
out remains of the country's key bulk fuel depot. 

OFFICIALS, SFINSmVE ABOIT sanctions-busting 
fuel imports vital to the war effort against black nationalist 
guerrillas, refused to say what proportion of national stocks 
were lost But they were understood to b*‘ sufficient for 
seven weeks.

Both wings of the externally-based Patriotic Front 
guerrilla alliance have claimed responsibility for the strike, 
the latest in their six-year war against Rhodesia 

THE I'NITED NATIONS sanctions followed Smith s 
unilateral declaration of independence from Britain In head 
off black majority rule. Rhodesia has a population of 260.000 
whiles and 6.7 million blacks 

The guerrillas have rejected Smith's formation of an 
interim government led by him and three moderate 
black leaders, and vow to continue their war.

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Second thoughts 
on ombudsman 

FROM TIIF KARLY DAYS of the present 
deeade, the government of British Colum¬ 
bia has been moving toward the appointment of 
an ombudsman. The move, althoufth trailing 
well in the wake of some other Canadian 
provintes. now seems imminent. 

First established by the Seandinavian 
eountries back in the 19th century, the office 
was defined .simply as a civil servant appointed 
to investigate complaints against civil ser¬ 
vants. 

Apparently, even as far back as a century 
at{». the Swedes, the Fins, the Danes and the 
Norwegians found that bureaucrats tended to 
overlook the fact that they were servants of, 
rather than lords over, the common people. 

Of course, with our refined and superior 
form of democratic government, such a need 
was hardly expected to arise in any nation (or 
province, for that matter) which administered 
its affairs under the British parliamentary 
system — such as Canada has done since its 
inception as a nation more than a century 
ago. 

However. New Zealand, another Common¬ 
wealth country operating under the same rules, 
made history in 1962 by appointing the first 
ombudsman outside .Scandinavian Europe, 
with the United Kingdom following suit in 1966. 
A year later Alberta piont'ered the way for 
Canada, w ith most other provinces following its 
example in succeeding years. 

Although the federal goverment has so far 
avoided taking the step itself, civil liberties 
advocates triggered serious concern in Ottawa 
in 1961 when they estimated that there were 
about 700 cases a year of administrative injus¬ 
tices going unchallenged in Canada. 

In that year the then leader of the national 
■Social Credit Party. R.N. Thompson, placed a 
bill proposing the appointment of a parliamen¬ 
tary commissioner (ombudsman) before* the 
House of Commons. Known as Bill C-7 it was 
‘ “sent for study” to a standing committee and 
has yet to emerge in any form that Is likely to 
become the law of the land. 

Meanwhile, critics of the institution are 
still arguing that the ombudsman is ineffective 
because he has no punitive power of enforce¬ 
ment and that basically he is simply repeating 
a function that is. or should be. performed by 
the elected members of the legislature. They 
also argue that if greater powers were given 
such an office in order to make it function 
belter in its dealing with the "Juggemaut" of 
bureaucracy, then it could easily earn the title 
of "juggernaut” Itself. 

The latter argument already seems to be 
backed up to some extent by the experience of 
the province of Ontario whose ombudsman's 
department now runs to a staff of 110 and has a 
budget of some $4 million. ' 

Undoubtedly all these arguments have 
bi*en considered by the Bennett government’s 
all-party committee struck to select British 
Coiumbia's first ombudsman. And. judging by 
the perturbation expressed by the commillei*'s 
chairman over the leak of the finalists' names 
to the news media earlier this week, all such 
arguments have now been rejected. 

Which may yet prove to be a pity.

And that's not jast the departmen 
lal deputies and the crow n curporalinn 
presidents — who supposedly an* re 
sponsible for running the federal shop 
on a business-like basis — but some 
1.500 of the lop decision makers of the 
bureaucracy 

They can't manage, goes on the 
auditor-general. because* they’ve 
never bei*n given management train¬ 
ing and nob^y in charge — presum 
ably the prime minister and his politi¬ 
cal straw bosses of the cabinet — ever 
has told them how to direct a business 
organization. 

What's even more alarming, says 
Mr. Macdonnell. Is that the govern¬ 
ment's non managing managers just 
don't care that they can't handle the 

job. 

And so the public never gets full 
value, nr even an acceptable measure 
of value for its tax money. 

Every auditor-general for the last 
too years has been critical of hit-and 
miss management and the who-cares 
attitude of the mismanagers. 

.So the* public has been the steady 
loser. 


This short-changing nf the* taxpay¬ 
ers comes In an infinite variety nf 
forms, from stupidity through igno 
ranee, indolence, deceit, carelessness 
and negligence to misappropriation, 
forgery, theft and other criminal 
practices.

Certain women 
run the risk of thrombosis if 
they lake the pill and this 
risk is magnified by smok¬ 
ing. 

Children, included among

group of smokers, gel more 
coughs and colds which are 
likely to go down to the 
chest. And if they them¬ 
selves smoke one or mure

ill or disabled through 
smoking - related diseases. 
.Statistical calculations 
made in the United .States 
and considered at the Cene- 
va meeting show that $6 mil¬ 
lion is lost annually in this 
way. Similar calculations 
have been made in severai 
other countries. 

In the lung run. the econ¬ 
omy of the developing coun¬ 
tries may weli be similarly 
affect»*d if they rely on to¬ 
bacco production as a major 
source of rev enue, the meet¬ 
ing was toid. The experts 
paid much attention to the 
effects of increasing ciga¬ 
rette sales in the developing 
countries hindering national 
and international efforts to 
improve general health 
levels through improved nu¬ 
trition, sanitatiop and the 
control of infectious de- 
seases. 

They warned that a door 
might be opened for serious 
difficulties if consumption 
were ailowed to grow in the 
relatively new markets of 
the Third World where the 
powerful tobacco companies 
operate under little govern¬ 
mental control. 


W,\.SHINf;TON-It might 
be a conspiracy of silence, 
except Ibat it is more likeiv 
a fratemily of fear com 
pounded by indifference and 
ignorance. In the mistaken 
belief that what you don't 
know can't hurt you. the 
public mind is sealed 
against any consideration of 
nuclear war In spite of the 
billions of dollars that have 
been spent on nuclear 
weapons, in spile nf the hun 
dreds nf nuclear-lipped sub¬ 
marines and the thousands 
of silos charged with mil 
lions of Ions of instant death, 
the prospect of war with 
these same weapons is a 
closed book. 

Om* reason is the lop se¬ 
cret shroud that encloses all 
but the tip of the pyramid 
with its millions of tons of 
total destruction. Over the 
decades, since Hirn.shima 
and Nagasaki, high offi¬ 
cials. with one or Iwii excep 
lions, have wanted to keep it 
that way 

The sealed book — indif 
ference. ignorance, official 
secrecy — is one reason that 
the forthcoming debate over 
the SALT H nuclear treaty 
with the .Soviet Union will 
lack urgency. It can be 
treated as Ibough it were 
another political-military 
mailer, such as increasing 
the budget for NATO or 
building a few more war¬ 
ships. when on the nuclear, 
hinge turns the life or death 
of mankind. 

In the opinion of this ob 
server, we must be grateful 
to Adm. Gene la Roeque and 
the Centre for Defence In¬ 
formation for trying to 
break the conspiracy of si 
lence. With Richard Barnet 
of the Institute for Policy 
Studies, specialists in every 
phase of nuclear war. mili¬ 
tary. scientific, publicists, 
were assembled recently for 
a da.v long on-the-record 
discussion. 

Although this is a large 
order for a day, neverthe¬ 
less it is the first lime that 
anylhing like it has been un¬ 
dertaken. As would have 
been expected, opinions dif¬ 
fered widely on the likeli 
hood of nuclear war and 
what the consequences will 
be if it occurs. 

The military, two ad¬ 
mirals and a general, were 
strongly of the view that a 
limited nuclear war could be 
fought and won by the Unit¬ 
ed States. For the admirals 
— George H. Killer and John 
T. Hayward, both retired — 
the essential function of the 
navy must be nuclear wea¬ 
ponry. 

Prof. George Kistia 
kow sky. one of the scientists 
participating, was science 
advisor to Presidents Eisen 
hower. Kennedy and John¬ 
son As in his consistent 
counselling of the presi¬ 
dents. he felt no doubt of his 
opinion that nuclear war 
would destroy the structure 
of civilization around the 
world. Fallout after the 
blasts would destroy life in 
those areas that had escaped 
direct damage. 

A strongly conflicting 
view was over whether a 
limited nuclear war is pos¬ 
sible. A limited conflict Is a 
favorite thesis of the mili¬ 
tary and it is one reason that 
tactical nuclear weapons

have been planted in con 
siderable numbers in Ger¬ 
many to slop a Sov iet inv a 
sion. 

On the other hand are 
those who believe that five 
minutes after the first nuke 
is fired, a full-scale nuclear 
exchange between the 
super powers is inevitable 
This is the conv iction of offi 
cials in countries bordering 
on the Soviet I nion. as was 
shown in a recent New York 
Times survey of four of 
those stales. 

Early in the nuclear age. 
the aliitude inward public 
knowledge of the power of 
the atom was quite differ 
ent. In 1916. President Harry 
Truman authorized a test 
explosion on Kwajalein Is 
land to which government 
officials, diplomats and 
journalists were invited. Al 
though they were placed at 
least 20 miles away and 
were protected by heavy 
dark glasses, they could sec 
in the fireball the light of the 


sun as man had harnessed 
it. 

Five years later a hydro 
gen device was exploded on 
Bikini in strictest secrecy 
This was to determine 
whether a hydrogen bomb 
was feasible. Al that time a 
fierce dispute was going on 
over whether the United 
.States should go ahead with 
the II bomb. Truman de< id 
ed in the affirmative, and in 
195.1 a device of bomi) 
strength was exploded at 
Eniwelok A whole island 
disappeared as a result of 
that blast 

One of President Dwight 
Eisenhower s advisors tried 
to persuade him that the 
time had come for another 
lest which concerned indi 
vidiials would be invited to 
view. One of the complica 
lions was an invitation list — 
who to invite and who not to 
invite. In any event, it never 
happened 

Operating on a meagre 
budget, the Centre for Di* 
fence Information has pro 
sided a useful service for 
those of us w ho w rite on such 
mailers. It is not anti Penia 
gon. Rather. La Roeque and 
his staff try to analyze the 
increasingly complex ques 
lions of weaponry that, at 
the outer n*aches of science, 
are beyond the understand 
ing of most of us. And that 
was the aim of the nuclear

I pnimise not to get overly impassioned or 
maudlin in today's piece, in which I would like to 
refute scurrilous allegations contained in a recent 
letter to this comer. The letter, from a native of San 
Francisco, now living in Vancouver, took my pro¬ 
fession. nr trade, if you will, to task for bring sloppy, 
unimaginative and pedestrian, and was brought on 
by the present impasse between sides in the Pacific 
Press dispute 

“Having been fortunate enough to live in .San 
Francisco for 32 years and having, in that period, the 
benefit of outstanding .San Francisco newspapers. I 
feel I am now in a newspaper wasteland in Canada 
and especially since the strike of the Vancouver 
papers. I was not terribly impressed by either the 
.Sun or the Province and definitely not impressed 
w iih eithcT of the Victoria papers which I am able to 
get on certain days. For one brought up on the fine 
writings of Herb Caen. Prescott .Sullivan. Charles 
McCabe and others. I find Canadian newspaper 
w riters and columnists baring, repetitive and lacking 
in good writing style." 

There was more, but the necessary point and 
hurt had been made. I refuse, however, to concede 
the allegations and. in fact, would like to rebut in 
kind and with appropriate umbrage. 

FOR OPKN’FR.S. I have been a reasonable stu¬ 
dent of newspapers, including the .San Francisco 
dailies, for better than :I0 years. When holidaying in 
California I rarely miss a day of The Son Francisc( 
Chronii lv. The Son Fram isco Examiner. The faw 
Angeles Times and The Los Anples Herald-Examin¬ 
er. I enjoy them and particularly writers such as Jim 
Murray. Herb Caen. Charles McCabe, etc. But these 
papers are far from being the end-all in journalism 
and. in fact. I find both San Francisco papers rather 
stilted.

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Baby formula exploits Indians 


Your reports Nation urged 

10 bo.vcotl Nestle foods and 
Hospitals get slapped for 
pushing baby formula (Nov. 
2S) described in some detail 
the discouragement of na¬ 
tural breastfeeding in our 
society and more recently in 
the developing nations as 
multi-national corporations 
such as Nestle aggressively 
promote infant formula. 

The sale of formula lo 
Third World people in¬ 
adequately educated to use 

11 propc'rly. and its distribu¬ 


tion through our public hos¬ 
pitals in "gift packs” are 
reprehensible. However the 
promotion of artificial for¬ 
mula feeding among Can¬ 
ada's native peoples has 
added a further page to the 
history' of their exploitation 
and cultural devastation by 
"advanced” white society. 

There has been a signifi¬ 
cant increase in respiratory 
infection, ear infection, ane¬ 
mia and infant mortality as 
a function of the decline in 
natural feeding and the in¬ 


troduction of both formula 
and non-nutritional sweet 
foods. The spacing of births 
has shrunk as mothers 
abandon nursing for the 
more "modem" formula, 
and as a consequence the 
birth rate has increased. 

The promotion and conse¬ 
quent adoption of artificial 
infant feeding has changed 
the basic pattern of child- 
rearing for many Indian and 
Inuit mothers. The former 
long period of close inlerac 
lion between mother and 


baby has been curtailed wilh 
resulting adverse effects on 
the child's emotional devel¬ 
opment and relationships 
within the family. 

It is a sad comment on 
our priorities as Canadians 
that the promotion of formu¬ 
la to women in the South is 
more newsworthy than ils 
seriously destructive effects 
in the North.

THE LATEST ENTRY in the dictionary of fqgmus 
last words is the phrase: "Three people lied to me." 

That's what former Capital Region Board chairman 
James Campbell said when he was so rudely unseated from 
his position by Victoria Aid. Murray Glazier in an 11—7 
secret vole 

There were some other nice phrases uttered al the 
regional board's inaugural meeting last week. 

Sooke director Charles Perkins, who also was nominat¬ 
ed for the position as chairman, declined by saying he had 
no "desire to scramble for public office of any kind." and he 
went on to say that three candidates in the race would be 
“shouldering each other in line for the guillotine ". 

Marvellous phrases, those, especially the one about 
scrambling for public office. 

.Somehow, il is fitting for the way Glazier has pursued 
his pnlilical career, although his scrambling has been rather 
unobtrusive and well-planned, obvious only lo those directly 
exposed to it. 

Frankly. I find it a bit difficult tn take Glazier apart 
because he has never said an unkind word lo me, not like 
some other politicians whom I can roast wilh glee 

BUT JUST BECAUSE HE'S MCE to me doesn't mean I 
have to be nice to him. right? Al leas! not in this spare. 

, Glazier wanted to be chairman of the regional board 
very' badly, because he wants lo bs' the next mayor of 
Victoria very badly, because he wants to be in senior-level 
polilios very badly, because he wants lo build a life-long 
political career very badly. 

And bc'cause he wants lo be and do all these things so 
very badly, he is serious about his politics. Every move is 
carefully planned and executed. Glazier doesn't say any¬ 
thing nr do anything publicly without his goals in mind. 

Because he is a Liberal and wants to be around when 
Liberal stock ri.ses again, he helped Campbell in his cam¬ 
paign for the Liberal nomination in the federal riding of 
I'owichan-Malahal-The Islands uhich Campbell lost lo 
David Anderson. 

Glazier couldn't lose in the deal. Had Campbt'll sue- 
ei'i-ded in getting the nominjiinn. he probably would have 
decided not to seek reappointment as regional board chair¬ 
man. making il that much easier tor Glazier tn get lhal 
position. 


A defeat in that race would at worst not hinder Glazier's 
ambitions and at best give Campbt'll the aura of a loser, 
some of which might rub off in the contest for the lop 
regional job. 

THE STRATEGY PAID OFF and the nice guy who 
helped Campbell federally, defeated him regionally. 

And all the while. Glazier keeps his e.ves firmly fixed on 
the mayor's chair in Victoria which will in all likelihood bt' 
vacated by Mayor Michael Young next November. 

There is nothing wrong wilh all of Ibis if you don't mind 
calculating politicians, of which Glazier is a prime example 
And I want it understood lhal I'm referring lo Glazier as 
bt'ing calculating only in a pnlilical context. Personally I 
ralher like him. 

If I assess Glazier cnrreclly. he will use ihc next il 
months as regional board chairman tn crank up his cam 
paign tor Ihc ma.vor's jub in Vicinria uhich will set' him in a 
two-way race with Aid. William Tindall. 

Whether his regional exposure will actually help him in 
his mayoralty ambitions is another matter. Most ptxiple 
have a very vague understanding of what the regional board 
is all about and Glazier may find that nobtidy really cares 
what he does as regional chairman. 

In any case. I thought I'd let you know why Glazier 
found it necessary to drag Campbell from the regional 
throne which he had occupied fur six .years. Il wasn't so 
much that he disagreed wilh Campbt'll's politics but that he 
needed Campbell's job In further his ow n polilical caret-r. in 
the pursuit of which Glazier will conlinue lo scramble over 
so unobtrusively. 

THE HONORABLE SAM BAHI.F continues to deny 
that his deregulations appoimmenl was a demotion and so 
dtK's Premier Bennett. 

Aetually the premier didn't rt'ally deny it. He just irli-d 
to make light of it by asking me wheiher 1 hadn't been able 
10 figure out yet wheiher Alex Fraser was promolt'd or 
demoted.

There are some bad boys out there, you export¬ 
ers. The Canadian Export Association recently wrote 
about two of the scams being pulled off miles from 
home base. 

First is the "long company." Under it, a gang 
takes over a long-established trading firm and 
makes the minimum number of changes, so that, to 
the outsider, the firm looks exactly as has looked for 
many years. They then use this acquisition as a front 
that appears to have a good credit record, behind 
which they place a vast number of orders with 
foreign suppliers. Weeks or months later, the bills 
are still unpaid and the goods and so-called buyers 
have disappeared. 

But it's not always the fly-by-nights that are 
pulling off similar stunts. Another occurs sometimes 
In established firms where slick operators alter the 
documents pertaining to some landed goods. They 
then refu.se to accept them, staling that the goods 
don't conform to contract specifications. 

The supplier, in order to cut his losses, then 
arranges to have the goods auctioned off, rather than 
ship them back home. Guess whose representative is 
there to snap them up at bargain rales of half-price 
or le.ss.?

Gulfs move west helps taxes 


CALGARY (CP) - Alber 
ta has won another big cor¬ 
porate taxpayer from On¬ 
tario. 

Gulf (^nada Ltd. an¬ 
nounced Tuesday that it has 
set up a new Galgary-based 
subsidiary to handle all the 
parent company's resource 
exploration and develop¬ 
ment operations. 

Formation of the newly- 
incorporated company, 
which will shift millions of 
dollars in provincial govern¬ 
ment tax revenues to Alber¬ 
ta from Ontario, follows 
similar moves by Imperial 
Oil Ltd. and Shell Canada 
Ltd. 

It means the lucrative re¬ 
source operations of Can¬ 
ada's top three oil com¬ 
panies have been formally 
placed in this province. 

No employees are in¬ 
volved in the transfer. 

Gulf's petroleum refining 
and marketing operations 
will remain at the com¬ 


pany's head office in Toron 
to. 

But the 1,070 employees 
currently working in West¬ 
ern Canada on resource ex¬ 
ploration and development 
will become employees of 
Gulf Canada Resources Inc. 
It will begin operations as a 
new federally-incorporated 
company Jan. I. 

S. K. McWalter has been 
appointed president and 
chief executive officer of the 
new company. R. H. Carlyle 
and E. M. Lakusta have 
been named senior 
vice-presidents. 

Over the last few months. 
Gulf Canada officials have 
been discussing the prn- 
po.sed moved with Ontario 
Treasurer h'rank Miller. 

There are distinct tax ad¬ 
vantages to basing resource 
companies in Alberta where 
the provincial government 
allows oil and gas explorers 
and developers to deduct 
royalty payments when they 


are calculating their taxable 
income. Ontario does not 
allow such deductions. 

Because Gulf Canada's 
resource operations are 
growing so fast and because 
that end of the company's 
business is centred in the 
West, it makes good man¬ 
agement sense to set up a 
Calgary-based subsidiary. 
John Stoik, president, said 
in an interview. 

“Even if there had been no 
tax advantages, we would 


have adopted this kind of 
operational change, but we 
might not have chosen to 
Incorporate a new com- 
pany. 

“Our financial people and 
tax people discuss^ the 
situation with Ontario trea¬ 
sury officials. They indicat¬ 
ed the pros and cons and 
asked if there was anything 
Ontario could do to relieve 
the tax situation. Their an¬ 
swer was no. 

“We're talking in terms of 


maybe a few million a year 
in taxes." 

Rendall Dick, deputy trea¬ 
sury minister of Ontario, de¬ 
clined comment on the 
move. 

“It was Gulf's prerogative 


to make that decision." he 
said in a phone interview,

About 25 per cent of the 
country’s 100,000 construc¬ 
tion workers are unem¬ 
ployed and will be particu¬ 
larly hard-hit by the 
lightened eligibility require¬ 
ments. union spokesman 
James McCambly said in a 
brief to cabinet. 

Manpower Minister Bud 


Cullen mis.sed the construc¬ 
tion workers' presentation 
because be was attending a 
meeting of the Commons 
manpower committee. 
'Which voted narrowly lo 
pass the contentious bill and 
send it to the next stage of 
Parliamentary consider¬ 
ation. 

The bill, which now goes 
back to the Commons and 
then to the .Senate, takes a 
tough line on repeating 
claimants. 

McCambly said because 
of the seasonal nature of the 
construction industry, the 


proposed bill will make 
about 13,500 construction 
workers ineligible for bene¬ 
fits next year. 

"The only place to go is 
welfare.” 

The construction unions 
met Labor Minister Martin 
O'Connell, Industry Minis¬ 
ter Jack Homer and repre¬ 
sentatives from a number of 
other departments. -• 

While the union repre¬ 
sentatives "drew a blank" 
on the unemployment insur¬ 
ance question, they were en¬ 
couraged by O'Connell'.s 
commitment to consider the 


special needs of construc¬ 
tion workers more fully in 
the future, McCambly said. 

The unions asked the fed¬ 
eral government to ensure 
the freedom of movement of 
construction workers in the 
wake of Quebec and Ontario 
moves to put residential re¬ 
quirements on construction 
obs.

At least 27 peiipiv died and 45 
were injured in rampant 
street crime durinK festivi¬ 
ties on the feast day of the 
VirKin of Guadalupe, police 
reporli“d this week. 

Whiie three million 
Roman Catholic faithful 
converfted on the Basilica of 
the Virgin of Guadalupe to 
pay homaRe to Mexico's 
most revered reliRious fig¬ 
ure, police arrested 375 peo¬ 
ple for misconduct, illegally 
selling alcoholic beverages, 
robbery and personal as¬ 
sault. 

Police reported that since 
Monday night, when festivi¬ 
ties bc'gan, 26 cars were sto¬ 
len, 13 assaults were report¬ 
ed and 21 people were killixl 
by gunfire. 

The remaining six peopie 


died of cold-exposure or 
overdoses of alcohol. 

The uninhibited violence 
w as in contrast to last year's 
festivities, which police said 
were among the quietest in 
memory. They said last 
year's celebration had no 
reported deaths, but IK5 peo¬ 
ple were injured and nine 
arrested. 

This year, authorities sus¬ 
pended the sale of liquor by 
astores and restaurants near 
the basilica throughout the 
day and assigned more fhan 
2.000 police to the area. 

Mexico's first archbishop, 
Ernesto Corripio Ahumada. 
delivered a special mass at 
the basilica before some 
100.000 people from through¬ 
out Mexico. 

Red Cross donation sta¬ 
tions were also open out¬ 
side the basilica.

"Our role right now is to try and 
generate as much traffic as we can 


during what is normally the tJow 
time of year for trains," committee 
chairman John Cooper explained Wed¬ 
nesday night. 

“In 1970 when CP Hail was asked to 
do certain things to improve the ser- 
vTce everyone thought th»\v had won 
the battle to keep it alive. So they all 
went to sleep for seven years and woke 
up suddenly to find out the E&N 
had been doomed We're not going to 
let that happen again That's why we 
haven't broken up. It's why we held 
another meeting tonight." 

ANCOeVER ISLAND'S only pas 
senger train was to have ended its 
days last Jan. 31 after the Canadian 
Tran.sport Commission ruled in favor 
of a CP Rail application to abandon the 


service as an economic disaster. The 
date of execution was postponed to 
June 30. then to Dec. 13 because of the 
efforts of citizens and the provincial 
government. 

Always in the forefront of the fight 
was Cooper's committee. It started 
with E&N employees, most of them in 
the United Transportation Union, and 
grew to include politicians and others 
from various parts of the Island 

The committee, and Cooper in par¬ 
ticular. drew most of the credit when 
the CTC review committee reversed 
the original ruling after a three-day 
hearing in Victoria last month The 
move added the final touch of real¬ 
ity to the E&N's reputation as the little 
passenger train that refused to die. 


It has five years to prove itself (all 
lines are reviewi-d every five years) 
and has fallen under (he promotion 
al rare of Via Rail, the crown organ) 
ration that is taking over all Canadian 
passenger services 

E ven though business had 

slowed somewhat in November, 
the tandem-car train still carried close 
(0 t.noo passengers belwi-en Victoria 
and Courtenay, compared (0 oniy 100 
in November last year and 150 the year 
before that. 

.So far this month two Victoria 
firms have made arrangements to 
send their employees by (rain to 
Parksville for expcn.se-paid weekend 
holidays. 


When it began its campaign to 
prove that the "neglected" service 
could do much more business, the 
committee predicted it would carry 
10.000 passengers by year's end. Coo¬ 
per said it has passed (hr II.000 
mark and the goal now is for 4.5.000 

That could be a little ambitious al 
this lime of year, but the commlltee 
has some Ideas it hopes will work 

"Al our meeting tonight we came 
up with the idea of encouraging people 
to give tickets as Christmas prr.t 
enis," Cooper said "And then we'd 
like (0 see a Santa Special. If some 
group, fur instance, wanted to supply 
the kids and the gifts for a ride on the 
train, we'd supply old .Santa. He iust

Blencoe storms work 
barriers at city hall 


Victoria Aid. Robin Blen- 
coe says the city should re¬ 
move the barriers lhal have 
prevenli*d "women, the 
handicappi'd. the middle- 
aged and minorities" from 
attaining i;qual employment 
opportunities at city hall. 

The first step toward eli¬ 
minating the city's discrimi¬ 
natory hiring practices was 
an ^ual employment oppor 
(unities study. Bleneoe said 
in a letter Wednesday to Aid. 
Larry Ryan, chairman of 
city council's personnel 
committee. ' 

Blencoe also called for the 
appointment of an advisory 
committee on (K|ual employ¬ 
ment opportunities. 

The alderman's recom¬ 
mendations follow a recent 
letter to city council from 
the CUBE inside workers’ 
union complaining about the 
lark of opportunity for 
women employed by the city 
of Victoria. 

The study. Blencoe .said, 
should investigate policies 
related to the recruitment. 


selection, placement, pro¬ 
motion. seniority, and train¬ 
ing of city employees. 

"The study should Include 
a detailed analysis of exist¬ 
ing artifical. arbitrary and 
unnecessary barriers that 
prevent women from mov¬ 
ing freely through the city 
system," Blencoe said. 

"Equal employment op¬ 
portunities should ensure 
the right of all persons to 
work and advance on (he 
basis of merit, ability and 
potential. Anything that pro¬ 
hibits such a basic human 
right should be eradicated." 
he added. 

Blencoe said the study- 
should encompass outside 
and inside wooers, adding 
that at present "very few. if 
any," women were working 
for the parks and public 
works departments' outside- 
staff. 

The alderman's criticism 
wasn't confined to the lack 
of equal opportunity for 
women. 

The study, he said, should

look into altitudes regarding 
the hiring of native Indians, 
handicapped persons and 
persons falling outside the 
preferred 35-IO-ycar age 
group 

The advisory committee. 
Blencoe said, should have 
representation from unions, 
management personnel, city 
council, as well as outside 
agencies, such as the pro¬ 


vincial women's economic- 
rights branch. 

-The committee would 
undertake to review the 
findings of the study and 
work with city departments 
in implementing its recom¬ 
mendations." Blencoe said. 

"The committee could 
also examine corollary mat¬ 
ters suggested to it by either 
union or management. " he 
added. 

"It is my belief that in our 
current hiring and promo¬ 
tion practices we tend to fol¬ 
low traditional, rather than 
written rules, and these 
have been accepted over the 
.vears as unofficial policy," 
Blencoe said. 

"I think the time has now 
come fur us to focus atten¬ 
tion upon this phenomemm 
within city hall so that we 
may break through (he un¬ 
conscious barriers we have 
created to (he disadvantage 
of women, the handicapped, 
(he middle-aged and upper 
middle-aged, and minori¬ 
ties." he said. 


Hospital plight cured by 1982 


The Capital Region's hospital 
space problems should be over by 
1982, the chairman of the region 
Hospital Board said Wednesday. 

Esquimau Mayor Art Young told 
the board in his annual report that by 
1981 the region will have HI fewer 
acute care beds than the t.lOO which 
will be required by that time, and will 
be only 36 beds short of the 1.303 ex¬ 
tended care beds required. 

"In other words, the provincial gov¬ 
ernment has approved the expenditure 


of the necessary capital funds for 
nearly all of our requirements to the 
present.” 

The current extended-care back¬ 
log. which has bloc ked up many beds 
in the region’s two acute care hos¬ 
pitals. will be reduced by (he 150-bed 
addition al Glengarry- Hospital, due to 
open In January, a 75-bcd addition 
under construction at the Priory in 
Langford, and a lO-bed addition at 
Lady Minto Hospital in Ganges. 

A number of intermediate and per¬ 
sonal care facilities would be started 


in the coming year to reduce the 
pressure at those levels of care. Young 
pointed out. 

Both of the acute care hospitals 
face major changes in the next few 
years. .Sewer work had begun for the 
new- hospital on Helmcken Road, 
which will eventually replace (he 
downtown Victoria (ieneral Hospital, 
and preliminary- planning for a $43 
million renovation at Royal Jubilee 
Hospital was under way. Young said.

Pitchers balked at having Jackson in held 


NEW YORK (AP) — Billy 
Martin said Wednesday his 
split with slugger Reggie 
Jackson last season devel¬ 
oped after New York Yan¬ 
kee pitchers refused to pitch 
If Martin used Jackson in 
right field. 

Martin's relatloni with 
Jackson were strained 
throughout 1977 and broke 
down this year when the 
manager relegated the slug¬ 
ger to designated-hitter sta¬ 
tus. 

“One thing I don’t think 
Reg^e really understands." 
Martin said. “I don't like 
pitchers to come in my of¬ 
fice every day and say 'I'm 
not going to pitch if he plays 
right field.' He never hears 


that side. He just worries 
about his side. But there are 
a lot of pitchers on the club 
who don't want to pitch with 
Reggie playing.” 

Asked which pitchers had 
complained about Jtekaon’s 
fielding, Martin said: “The 
whole staff. Of course, he 
won't believe that.” 

Martin said he considered 
Jackson a poor fielder and 
understood the feelings of 
the pitchers. 

“It isn't because Reggie is 
a bad outfielder. It's just 
that he has trouble judging 
the ball and picking It up. 
And there are a lot of pitch¬ 
ers who feel they'd have won 
a game if another outfielder 
was out there. They just 
V 


don't want to pitch if he's out 
there.” 

Martin, appearing at the 
opening of his newest ven¬ 
ture, a Manhattan western 
wear store, said he sees no 
problem to sitting out the 
1979 baseball season and 
(hen returning as manager 
of the Yankees in 1980. Mar¬ 
tin resigned last July after 
an angry outburst at Jack- 
son and Yankee owner 
George Steinbrenner. Five 
days later, the club an¬ 
nounced that he would re¬ 
turn to pilot the team in 
1980. 

“I don't .s4!e any problems 
to coming back.” he said. 
“I've managed teams where 
a pla.ver or two didn’t like 


me. I think every manager 
understands that. That 
doesn't mean I'm going to 
take it out on him. If he can' 
do the job, play for the Yan¬ 
kees and make us a winner, 
that's all I care about." 

Martin said Jackson's 
presence on the club would 
not interfere with the man¬ 
ager's return in 1980. 

“Reggie doesn't have to 
go anywhere. He can stay 
right here and do his thing. I 
hope he has great years all 
the time. I have no malice in 
my heart toward Reggie and 
I never will. I understand 
Reggie like he is and I'll 
treat him exactly like he is. I 
won't change my rules for 


him. He'll have to adjust to 
them. 

“I went out of my way la.st 
year to try to help Reggie in 
every way and I found out 
that's not the way either. If 
he just does his job, we'll 
never have a problem.” 

Martin said there was no 
question about him coming 
back in 1980. 

“It was a sincere thing 
done by (owner) George 
Steinbrenner," he said. “I 
gave It thought and every¬ 
thing worked out. George is 
in love with the Yankees, 
like I am. I'll come back. I 
have a written contract 
through 1979. When the time 
comes, we’ll settle 1980 and 
1981."

The CAHA remains Ihe 
Canadian representative in 
Ihe International Ice Hockey 
F’ederation, and any inter¬ 
national hockey events in- 
volvinff Canada must be 
sanctioned by it. 

F'isher, who resigned in 
August after six years as 
chairman of the board, 
blamed Kenwick fur renep 
ing on several agreements 
with HiK'key Canada, in¬ 
cluding a recent June 27 pact 
that si'cmed to settle the dis 
pute. It gave Hockey Canada 
exclusive negotiating rights 
for any games involving 
professional players, with 
the CAHA responsible for all

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 


Any of my fellow gardeners who 
have ever suffered from insomnia will 
know only too well how human health 
ca suffer when you don't get a proper 
night's sleep. 

All living creatures must have a 
rest period periodically — humans, 
animals, birds, reptiles, insects, fish 
and plants. 

When a tree drops its leaves in the 
autumn, for instance, it is taking a 
well-eame rest — recharging its bat¬ 
teries, so to speak — for the work 
ahead next season. 

Not every plant drops its leaves, of 
course. But even the evergreens have 
a similar, although not so obvious, 
resting period. 

The plants we call herbaceous pe¬ 
rennials — die back to the .soil line 
when they take a rest through the 
winter, sprouting new topgrowth from 
the roots in the spring. 

Tulips have their dormant period in 
midsummer — a time of severe 
drought in their native land — and 
awake only when the soil turns cool 
and moist in the fall. Upon awakening, 
though, they make growth only at the 
roots, delaying topgrowth until 
spring. 

With another class of plants such as 
evergreen trees and shurbs. there is no 
dying down or loss of foliage; the plant 
simply stops growing for a while. 

With houseplants In particular, it is 
most important tember that nature 
intends every plant to take a rest. 
The worst thing you can do for a 


beloved plant is to ginger it up with 
fertilizers and keep it growing at a 
time when it .wants to pack up and quit 
for a while. This is like keeping a 
sleepy child up long after its proper 
bedtime. 

Complete or partial dormancy 
usually follows a period of active 
growth, ordiarily soon after the plant 
has quit blooming and has set seed. 
Some plants pul up obvious signals 
such as the loss of leaves or the yel¬ 
lowing of the leaf ts. Others simply 
slow down, stand still and quietly 
drowse, making no neowth and.^of 
course, no flowers. 

The tuberous-rooted houseplanis 
which bloom daring the summer 
months — begonlas.bloxinias. achi 
mines — quit blooming in the late 
summer or fall. When no new floweO 
buds appear, the trick is to “wen" the 
plant, cutting down on its water supply 
a little at a time until its topgrowth is 
dead and dry. 

The safest way to store these bulbs 
through their dormant season is to 
leave Ihemin their pots of soil. begO 
nias and achmines in a cool corner of 
the basement, gloxinias at ordinary 
room temperatures. A gloxinia should 
have just a little water while resting, 
but only enough to keep the bulb from 
shrivelling — about half a cupful p«’r 
month. 

Most houseplanl ferns have a semi 
dormant period in winter, and it is 
important to keep the soil just a lillle 
on the dry side through this resting 


stage, although it should never be al 
lowed to become bone dry. Too much 
water al a time when the roots are 
inactive will rot the delicate root 
hairs. 

The Maidenhair fern is especialls 
vunerable this way; every spring I get 
letters reporting the loss of beloved 
ferns through overwatering in winter 

At one lime it was the custom to dr\ 
off and rest amaryllis plants from Oc 
tober to January Nowada.vs most of 
our amaryllis bulbs are hybrids, and 
unlike the older kinds, these plants are 
almost evergreen, without a clearlv 
defined resting period. 

With these, maintain normal wa¬ 
tering until such lime as the plant 
itself signals its need for a rest b\ 
turning ts leaf tips yellow; this may 
occur any lime of the year, and not 
necessarily every year. 

Ordinary geraniums lake their rest 
in winter and will do/e happily in a 
summy window of a very cool room, 
wilhjust barely enough water to keep 
the leaves alive 

Geraniums may be made to bloom 
in winter by picking off all flower buds 
through the summer, but in this case 
they need dryish soil for about three 
weeks in july to slow them up a little 
The fancy geraniums of the Martha 
Washington type are also rested in 
July. Young plants under flowering 
age. including geraniums started from 
si. don't ne^ any rest and may be 
kept growing all winter.

But chanpinp the district boundaries raises other 
questions. Killip said. Kesidential development in the 
Iliphlands. for instance, would residl in more children from 
the area altendinp Sooke district schools and in that event 
the lax base in the ilipblands area would help the disiriel 
pay for their education.

More cash for elderly 
will come in January 
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Child dies on Hai Hong 


OTTAWA (CP) — Increases in the Canada 
Pension Plan and other old-age social secur¬ 
ity benefits effective in January were an¬ 
nounced Wednesday by Welfare Minister 
Monique Begin. 

Canada Pension Plan benefits will rise by 
nfne per rent as a result of increased 
contributions and to compensate for in¬ 
creases in the cost of living measured 
through the consumer price inwx. 

The maximum retirement pension will be 
$ 218.06 a month. The maximum disability 
pension will be $216.06 a month. 

The maximum monthly surviving 
spouse's pension will be $134.28 for persons 
under age 65 and $130.84 for spou.ses 65 and 
older. 


The basic old age security pension will 
rise to $167.21 monthly from the current 
$164.74. 

The maximum guaranteed income supple¬ 
ment. paid to poor pensioners on an income- 
tested scale, will rise to $137.28 from $11$.55 
for single persons and for married persons 
whose husband of wife is not a pension¬ 
er or receiving a spouse's allowance. 

The maximum guaranteed income supple¬ 
ment for a marrlM couple, both pensioners, 
will rise to $114.15 from $102.81 each. 

And the spouse's allowance will rise to 
$281.36 from $267.35. The allowance is paid 
to spouses, mostly women, between age 60 
and 65 who are married to old age security 
pensioners.

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Dear Dr. Ruble Please 
enliKhten me on the disease ' 
of the kidney called kIo- 
merulonephritis. My doctor, 
a nephrologist, says 1 have 
this disease. 1 would like to 
know if there is any cure or 
possibly a special diet that 
could benefit me. — C.D. 

Along with the heart, 
lungs and liver, the kidney s 
are the busiest organs of the 
body. Their chief function is 
the filtering of blood to re¬ 
move impurities while per¬ 
mitting the right balance of 
vital substances to stay in 
circulation. The glomeruli 
are essential parts of that 
filtering mechanism. When 
they are disturbed the whole 
system breaks down and a 
host of symptoms arises 
This is called glomerulon 
ephritis. 

Edema (swelling! ma.v 
occur, blood chemistry bi* 
altered, and excess albumin 
(pnitein) app<'ar in tbe 
urine. And bi-cause the kid¬ 
neys art* so intimately asso¬ 
ciated with blood circula¬ 
tion. high blood pressure 
may result. 

There is no specific cure 
of this, although if cau.ses 
can be pinpointed they may 
be controlled individually. 
Arterial hardening may be 
involved, or an attack may 
follow a severe strep infec 
tiun — strep throat, for ex 
ample 

In its mild form no.diet is 
needed, but if there is excess 
nitrogen retention in the 
Intdy. a diet low in protein 
can help .Salt restriction

and liquid intake may have 
to be limited. Your nephro¬ 
logist (a specialist in kidney 
disorders) can tell you how 
seriously your kidneys have 
been damaged and what 
couse you should follow. 
Some attacks subside with¬ 
out any recurrence, but life¬ 
long control of the factors 
mentioned above is neces¬ 
sary. Such kidney damage 
may occur gradually over 
many years w ithout any dra 
matic sy inptons. This makes 
treatment more difficult 
than in acute cases, as those 
stemming from infection, 
which is contolled by antibi¬ 
otics.

TORONTO (CP) — One woman who went to the hos 
tel had been beaten so badly that every portion of her 
bod\ was bruised. 

"You eouldn'l look at her without R-eling nauseous. " 
says Ellrabelh Greates, who works at Nellie's, a women's 
hostel In TordIHo. 

Since seeing her. Miss Greaves has changed her 
definition of a battered wife. The hostel worker says she 
used to believe that only women who had been bt'alen 
fit the definition. But she has changed her opinion to in- 
eiude women who have had hands raised to them, guns 
pointed at them, who live in terror and who are emotion¬ 
ally hurt. 

Miss Greaves says that as many as l.tKH) battered 
wives seek shelter at the hostel each year, and the 
number is increasing. 

"On iong weekends In particular, we cun be assured 
the p^ne will ring with calls fnim women who have 
either'been beaten or are in terror of being beaten. 

"It seems the family structure just does not hold 
together then. Invariably, every long weekend, we have 
calls from distress centres who have women oft the line, 
calls from agencies . . . culls from women in phone booths, 
police and cabbies bringing women. It s just a parade."' 

Counsellors at the hostel say the list includes women 
from all backgrounds—the wives of doctors and police¬ 
men. rich and poor. 


One of the battered wives recently began working one 
day u week as a volunteer in the hostel. A department 
store supervisor, she married a welder when she was 
20 . 

Three years later, she left him. 

"I was afraid to leave him. because he kept telling 
me if I left him. he'd kill me.” the 2a-year-old woman 
says. 

'Tie never really marked my face. I only had one 
black eye. I had a lot of broken ribs. He mainly did 
things like lerrorire me. We iived on the Itith floor of an 
apartment building, and he'd hang me over the side 
and say. 'I'm going to let .vou go.' " 

Another woman. «7. says she left her husband because 
he kept pointing his rifle at her. The last time he did. it 
was loaded. She says he threatened to shtait her. then 
himself. 

"It's fear." she says. "You can't make a decision. 
A'ou want to leave. You're afraid to leave, and you're 
afraid to stay. It just gets so mixed up ntibody can sort it 
out." 

One of the founders of Interval House, which deals 
with battered women, says the number of wives who are 
beaten "is fantastically high, because it's culturally accept¬ 
able to smack your wife." 

Lynn Zimmer says that once violence In a marriage 
has siarted. the couple must discuss it or it probably will 
recur.

While officials couldn't 
say why deaths decreased, 
one official in British Co¬ 
lumbia gave credit to in¬ 
creased use of seatbelts, a 
crackdown on drinking driv¬ 
ers and lower .speed limits. 

Whatever the reasons, 
four provinces—Nova Sco- 
Tia. Quebec, Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan—recorded In¬ 
creased death tolls, latest 
available figures show. 

B.C. had the largest drop 
in traffic fatalities, with 465 
persons killed by the end of 
September this year, com¬ 
pared to 528 in the first nine 
months of 19T7. 

To the end of September, 


Ontario counted 701 deaths, 
down from 713 in the same 
period last year. 

Fred Cederberg, a safety 
information officer, at¬ 
tacked what he called the 
popular myth that drunk 
drivers caused most traffic 
accidents. 

“Actually, only 2.7 per 
rent of accidenLs are caused 
by the drinking driver,” Ce¬ 
derberg said. “The cold 
sober person causes 90 to 94 
per cent of accidenLs." 

He added that only one per 
cent of accidents resulted 
from mechanical failure. 

Cederberg said a West 
German study showed that 
men and women who were 
angry when they left home 
for work were the most 
likely to cause accidents 

The transportation safety 


branch of the Alberta gov- 
ernment reported 369 deaths 
during the first nine months 
of 1978. compared to 415 to 
Sept. 30, 1977. 

Of those provinces that 
showed increa.ses in fatali¬ 
ties, Saskatchewan had 238 
by the end of October and 
236 by last Oct. 31; Manitoba 
had 122 to the end of August 


and 107 in the same period 
last year; Quebec had 423 by 
Dec. 10 and 389 by the same 
time last year; Nova Scotia 
210 in the period Jan. 1 to 
Dec. 10, up from from 172 in 
the same time last year. 

Newfoundland reported 
the same number of fatali¬ 
ties so far this year as last

The judge added. "It's not 
hard to live within the laws

VIENNA (UPD—The 

Vienna Boys Choir, whose 
carolling has been as much a 
part of Christmas as Santa 
Claus for nearly 500 years, 
will not be allowed to sing 
this Christmas because of 
child labor laws, its director 
said this week. 

"It has riever happened 
since Ihe Boys Choir was 
founded by Habsburg mon- 
archs in 1198." said director 
Walter Taulschnig. "We re¬ 
gret it very much, but we 
can't help It.” 

Tautschnig, director of 
the choir for the past 23 
years, said a disgruntled 
parent whose son was dis- 
mis.sed from the choir ap¬ 
parently brought to author¬ 
ities’ attention a littie-known 
law forbidding children 
under 15 years to work dur¬ 
ing school holidays. 

"As a result, our choir will 
be prevented from perform¬ 
ing on Christmas Eve and 
six other days during the 
coming Christmas school 
holidays.’' Taulschnig said. 

Tautschnig said unless the 
law was changed, the choir 
might have to cancel its an¬ 
nual tour of the United 
States next Easter 

The Vienna Boys Choir 
sings every Sunday morning 
at Catholic Church senices 
In the Hofburg chapel, at¬ 
tached to the former impe¬ 
rial palace In Ihe heart of 
Vienna. 


“It's been a great shock to 
our boys, but there is noth¬ 
ing we can do about it at Ihe 
moment,” Tautschnig said. 
"W’e hope the laws will be 
changed next year." 

“Nobody has cared about 
the laws for many decades.” 
Tautschnig said, "but now 
we have to observe It or we 
would be in trouble.” 

"Our choir has been 
travelling to the United 
Stales almost every summer 
since 1931,” Tautschnig 


said. ‘‘These trips would be 
impossible under strict ob¬ 
servance of the laws." 

Taulschnig said it was 
hoped Ihe parliament would 
pass a revised version of Ihe 
child labor laws next year 
that would skip the prohibit¬ 
ion of work during school 
holidays.

Relocation of the petro¬ 
leum tank farm from the 
Inner Harbor Is one of the 
important tasks facing the 
Capital Region Boaid in 
1979. according to chairman 
Murray Glarier. 

In his inaugural address to 
the board Wednesday he 
gave Oak Bay Aid. Shirley 
Dowell responsibility for 
dealing with the problem. 

Dowell will be chairman 
with responsibility to recom¬ 
mend board action, in a 
changed committee struc¬ 
ture in which each of the 
18 directors has been given a 
committee chairmanship. 

The committees will be 
grouped in three units. Gla¬ 
zier explained, and while 
each group of committees 
will meet with a common 
agenda, the chairmanship 
will n>tate as various items 
are dealt wIth.The move 
meant that the region now 
has 18 committees, an in¬ 
crease from eight in previ¬ 
ous years. 

Victoria Aid. Bub Wright 
was handed respunsibility 
. for sorting out the problems 
of the Clover Point and 
McMicking Point sewage 
issues. 

Glazier said the negotia¬ 
tion of a transit service 
agreement and annual 
operating agreement with 
B.C. Hydro and the Urban 
Transit Authority for public 
transit services in the region 
is of prime importance. He 
appointiKl Victoria Aid. Bill 
Tindall chairman with rep- 
sponsibility fur transit. 

Dealing with labor rela¬ 
tions. Glazier echoed the 
feelings expressed by Vic¬ 
toria Mayor Mike Young in 
his inaugural address, say¬ 
ing that the year was cloud¬ 
ed with uncertainties. 

He said that there ap- 
p4‘ared to be a genuine de¬ 
sire on the part of some em¬ 
ployee groups to avoid labor 
disputes, and hr hoped that 
this desire would prevail 
o\er the militant posture 
being adopted by the nation¬ 
al CI PK executive. 

"We are greatly assisted 
in this regard by the recent¬ 
ly introduced amendments 
to the Kssential Services 
Act." said Glazier, referring 


to portions of the act which 
the government has said 
may never be proclaimed, 
municipal workers would be 
Included under essential 
services. 

Glazier has abolished the 
old executive committee of 
the board, replacing it with 
a finance and personnel 
committee which he will 
chair. Group chairmen, past 
chairman Jim Campbell, 
and municipal mayors who 
are on the board will be on 
the committee.

Disruption of service con¬ 
tinued today, pending ratifi¬ 
cation of the agreement by 
the full executive of the 
Amalgamated Tran-sit 
Union. 

Differences in the inter¬ 
pretation of the spareboard 
clause, which provides a 
formula for placing drivers 
on rush-hour runs, led to a 
refusal by drivers to report 
for overtime shifts Monday 
and Tuesday.

KAMLOOPS (CP)-Ten 
residents of this community 
have been charged with 
drug offences following a 
four-month RCMP investi¬ 
gation of a morphine smug¬ 
gling ring involving ship¬ 
ments of the drug through 
the mail from India.

Wednesday that $100,090 of 
the drug was sent through 
first-class mail over a six 
month period from an undis 
closed source in India.

OTTAWA (CP)-Legisla 
lion that will result in pour 
families receiving fat go¬ 
vernment cheques around 
election time next year be¬ 
came law Tuesday night. 

Bill C-10, which reduces 
the family allowance as of 
Jan. I but provides a lax 
credit of $200 per child of 
families earning $18,000 or 
less annually, received 
royal assent in the Senate. 

The tax credit money will 
be sent out in lump-sum che¬ 
ques at income tax time, 
which is about the same 
lime as Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau is expected to call an 
election. It is sent to moth¬ 
ers. 

The legislation had gone 
through Parliament without 
opposition, although there 
were complaints about some 
of its provisions. 

Under the bill. 3.5 million 
mothers will have the family 
allowance reduced to $20 


from $28 per child as of Jan 
t. But 2.5 million families, or 
two-thirds of all Canadian 
families with children, will 
be eligible for the tax credit. 
The credit is reduced as in¬ 
come grows over $18,000 a 
year. 

Even families with no tax¬ 
able income can claim the 
credit. 

The bill is the first time 
the government moved to¬ 
ward a system of providing 
more for the poor than fur 
the rest of the population 
and the move generally was 
applauded. The family al¬ 
lowance is paid to children 
of all families, rich or poor. 

The bill also eliminates an 
existing $50 tax credit that 
went to everybody 

The government antici 
pates that it will be putting 
$120 million more Into fam¬ 
ily pocketbouks than it 
would have without the new 
legislation. 


MPs and Welfare Minister 
Monique Begin have ex 
pressed strong concern that 
provinces will lake away the 
effect of the lax windfall to 
the poor by reducing welfare 
payments. Consi^nalives 
expressed the same concern 
about Indians living on re 
serves, who are a federal 
responsibility. 

Miss Begin says she had 
yet to receive a guarantee 
from one province that wel 
fare recipients would not 
lose. .She has sought the 
same guarantee* from Indian 
Affairs Minister Hugh 
Faulkner. 

Concern also has been ex 
pres.sed about giving lump 
sum cheques to p*Mir people 
and Indians who are nol 
used to handling large 
amounts of money. The op 
position suggested quarterl.v 
payments.

The debate, once attain, is 
over the leRitimacy of affir¬ 
mative action proRrams that 
Rive special preference to 
individuals on the basis of 
race. 

The case is the lawsuit 


Issue this time is seniority and not race 


filed by Brian F. Weber, a 
white man who charges that 
the Kaiser Aluminum & 
Chemical Corp. and the 
United .Steelworkers Union 
violated federal laws 
against racial discrimina¬ 
tion when they agreed to 
Rive blacks and other min¬ 
orities half of all po.sitions in 
a new nationwide training 
program for skilled craft 
jobs 

The Supreme Court has 
agreed to review the Weber 
ca.se. Within 21 hours, many 
of the groups that had taken 
part in last .vear's Bakke 
case were preparing new 
campaigns to win over the 
justices, and the nation, to 
their visions of the way so-, 
cietv should work. 


In the case decided last 
June, a number of white eth¬ 
nic groups rushed to the sup¬ 
port of Allan P. Bakke. a 
white man who argued suc¬ 
cessfully that he had been 
victimized by a University 
of California. Davis, affir¬ 
mative action program re¬ 
serving certain places in 
medical school for racial 
minorities 

The univerily on the other 
hand, was barked by civil 
rights groups, civil liberties 
groups, and some of the na¬ 
tion's leading universities 
aJid professional schools. 

On Tuesday, spokesmen 


for the National Association 
for the Advancement of Col¬ 
ored People, the NAACP 
Legal Defense and Educa¬ 
tion Fund and the American 
Civil Liberties Union all .said 
their organizations intend to 
file friend-of-thc court 
briefs in support of Kaiser's 
affirmative-action pro¬ 
gram. just as they earlier 
endorsed the university's 
program. 

"This case is even more 
ominous than Bakke." daid 
Nathaniel R. Jones of the 
NAACP. “And the same in¬ 
tellectual forces at work in 
Bakke will be at work 
here." 


In addition, some legal or¬ 
ganizations for women 
which did not take part in 
the Bakke case may oppose 
Weej- in this case. "We're 
definitely going to do some¬ 
thing." Judy Lichtman of 
the Women's Legal Defence 
Fun 

By the same token, Weber 
will get the backing of some 
of the same groups that sup¬ 
ported Bakke. 

The American Jewish 
Congress has tentatively 
agreed to file a brief on be¬ 
half of Weber, who will 
make a final decision at a 
meeting next Monday, staff 


attorney Marc D. Stem 
said. 

Last year, Italian-Ameri- 
can. Greek-American. 
Ukrainlan-Amertcan and 
Polish-American groups all 
joined with the American 
Jewish Congress in submit¬ 
ting a brief in the Bakke 
case in opposition to racial 
quotas. Stem said there will 
probably be efforts to have 
the same organizations co¬ 
alesce again in the Weber 
case. 

"There's certainly noth¬ 
ing in the (Weber) case to 
split apart that coalition,” 
he explained. 


Nevertheless, the politics 
of the new dispute are com¬ 
plicated by several new fac¬ 
tors: 

—Bakke claimed he 
should have been admitted 
to medical school on the 
basis of merit, that is, 
higher grades and test 
.scores than were submitted 
by many of those admitted 
in the UC Davis affirmative 
action program. Weber says 
he should have been admit¬ 
ted to the Kaiser program on 
the basis of seniority. 

Thus. Bakke tended to at¬ 
tract the sympathy of all 
those persons (especially 
professionals) who believe 


that intelligence, talent and 
hard work can be measured 
and should be rewarded. 
Weber's greatest appeal will 
be to those (especially white 
union members) who be¬ 
lieve that longevity on the 
Job should be the main cri¬ 
terion in deciding who gets 
rewards and privileges. 

—It remains unclear 
whether the nation's leading 
corporations will defend 
their affirmative action pro¬ 
grams in the Weber case to 
(he same extent that leading 
universities did in Bakke. 

—The Bakke case con¬ 
cerned mostly the middle 
and upper-middle classes 
with the money or education 
necessary to apply to pro¬ 
fessional schools. The 
Weber case affects the 
working class most of all.

BURNABY (CP)—The 
Association of University

served strike notice Nov. 24 
following a breakdown in 
negotiations. 

'nte employees rejected a 
lump-sum Increase of $400 
for the first year of a two- 
year contract and a 4.6-per¬ 
cent wage increase for the 
second year. 

The union wants a mini¬ 
mum 7.6 per-cent wage in¬ 
crease in the second year.

Salaried surgeons advocated 

Mortality rates urged 
on all elective surgery

Surgeons have occasional¬ 
ly been criticized for doing 
unnecessary operations, but 
.so far most of the criticism 
has come from outside the 
medical prufession. And 
most of the defence has 
come from those who wield 
the knife. 

NOW DR. George Crilc 
Jr., a nationally known sur¬ 
geon from the prestigious 
Cleveland Clinic, has writ¬ 
ten a book acknowledging 
that unneeesao’ ~ or what 
he feels is the more accurate 
word, “inappropriate" — 
surgery goes on. More than 
that. Crile has made some 
suggestions about how to im¬ 
prove the situation. 

In .Surgery. Vour Choices. 
Your A/ternalites (Dela- 
corie Press. $7.95). Crilc 
proposes that hospitals put 
surgeons on salary. That, he 
says, would quickly remove 
the potential conflict of in¬ 
terest that exists under the 
present fee-for-serviee sys¬ 
tem. .Says Crile; “Training, 
practice and economic 
pressure can push the sur 
geon's thinking in the direc¬ 
tion of more frequent, more 
radical and more reniunera 
live surgery." 

HP .4I.SO wants hospitals 
to make public their mortal 
ily rales for elec tive surgery 
— rales which, some studies 
have shoven. can vary widely 
for the same operation. "If 
mortality rales were pub¬ 
lished.” Crilc says, "pretty 
soon, you would find that 
everyone's mortality would 
he about the same. No hospi 
lal could afford to have a 
high mortality rale pub¬ 
lished. They would gel rid of 
Ihe high mnrialily surgeon. 
It would be a self correcting 
thing." 

UNAIXY. Crilc encour¬ 
ages patients to assume a 
questioning attitude when a 
diMlor recommends major 
surgery. .Surgeons. Crile 
points out. often differ on 
IrealmenI of diseases. And, 
he sa.vs, it Is in th patient's 
interest to ask such ques 
lions as: 

—"What are Ihe allerna 
lives to operation? 

—"Can I be treated medi 
callv? Are there other less 
extensive, less deforming, 
less painful operalions than 
Ihe one you suggest'.' 

—"How many of these op 
erations do you yourself do 
each year ’ 

—“W hat is the operation's 
morlaiily rale (Ihe chance 
of dying as a result of it)?" 

( RIl.K. who is now 71 and 
no longer operates although 
he still sees patients, has 
frequenlly taken the' un 
popular side of conlrover 
sial issues. He has erilicired 
surgeons for Ihe widespread 
use of Ihe radical mastec 
lomy for breast cancer. He 
favored instead Ihe modi 
fied radical, a smaller, less 


geon's mortality rate, he 
may be doing too few opera¬ 
tions (to gain sufficent ex 
pertise)." 


disfiguring operalon. and. in 
seleeU'd rases, a partial 
mastectomy. In which only 
Ihe tumor and surrounding 
tissue are removed. Few 
doctors do the partial mas¬ 
tectomy today. But more 
and more surgeons arc opt¬ 
ing for the mraified radical 
operation. 

DO(TOR.N will probably 
find Ihe least welcome pro¬ 
posal in Crile's new book his 
suggestion to end fee-for- 
serviee surgery . But Crile 
points out that there are al¬ 
ready salaried surgeons in 
some of the country's major 
institutions — such as his 
own Cleveland Clinic. Ihe 
Mayo Clinic and in many 
university hospitals. 

bl'RGFON.S operating for 
a fee, Crile says, are work¬ 
ing with a built-in conflict of 
interest. They may not con¬ 
sciously deride to do opera¬ 
tions fur economie reasons. 
But the economic pressures 
are there, nonetheless, and 
they always point in Ihe 
same direeliun 

"IF THKRF is a question 
between operating or not 
operating, it is economirally 
sound to operate." Crile 
says. "If there is a question 
of a big operation or a little 
one. it is belter economic¬ 
ally to do Ihe big one. If it is 
question of doing Ihe opera¬ 
tion oneself or referring the 
patient to a belter-qualified 
specialist, it is obvious that 
there is little profit to be 
derived from rc-ferral." 

CRII.K feels that it makes 
sense for hospitals to pay 
straight salaries nol only to 
surgeons but to all hospital- 
based specialists — anesthe 
siulogists. pathologists, on 
cologists (cancer special 
ists). cardiac 

catheterization specialists. 
I'nder Ihe fee system, many 
of those specialists gross 
six-figure incomes. The hos 
pital. Crile suggests, could 
collect these fee's, use them 
to pay salaries, support new 
senices. lower patient fees 
and reduce medical costs. 

RKSPONSK to Crile's sug 
gestion was mixed. 

Alex McMahon, president 
of (he American Hospital 
Association, said that must 
smaller hospitals could not 
afford to have full-time sur¬ 
geons on their payroll be 
cause they would not be 
likely to have enough cases 
to keep them busy. 

DR. MORTO.N Goldfarb. 
president of Long Island's 
Nassau .Surgical Society, 
added that a .salaried system 
might mean that some sur¬ 
geons would lack incentive 
and would nol be as aggres 
sive in rendering care 
"They might nol operate in

"It would be much belter to 
have a hospital appoint two 
good competent surgeons 
who would be in constant 
practice than have a lot of 
surgeons in the community, 
many of whom do nol be 
come competent because 
they don't have enough 
cases." 

A.S FOR slaried surgeons 
not hav ing incentive to nper 
ate enough. Crile said: 'I'd 
much rather have a lazy 
surgeon than an aggressive 
surgeon. .Surgery is intrinsi¬ 
cally dangerous. It is nol 
what you don't do that gets a 
surgeon in trouble. It's what 
you do do." 

As for Crile's suggestion 
to publish mortality rates. 
Dr. Charles Rogers, chief of 
surgery at SI. Francis Hos 
pital in Roslyn. N.Y.. is 
sharply opposed. Rogers 
said that such "raw statis¬ 
tics" could give the public a 
mistaken impression of the 
quality of surgery in an in¬ 
stitution. “If a hospital 
operated on an older popula 
linn or had patients with 
more complications. it 
would run a higher mortality 


risk than one that did nut. 
Also, if there were few op¬ 
eralions done in a particular 
procedure, just two or three 
mortalities could distort its 
whole mortality rate" 

BUT CRILE said that if a 
surgeon operates on bad 
risk patients, a high mortal 
ity rate may indicate that 
there is something wrong 
with his judgment “We are 
talking about elective sur¬ 
gery. There are alternatives 
to surgery in almost all elec¬ 
tive operalions. And if you 
are running high mortality 
rates, you are not ahead of 
the game ... If two or three 
mortalities distort a sur-

.SUPPORTING Crile was 
Dr. J. Lngleburt Dunphy of 
the University of Southern 
California, a former presi¬ 
dent of the American Col¬ 
lege of Surgeons. Dunphy 
said he was "all in favor of it 
(publishing mortality 
rates). I think it is some¬ 
thing that ought to be con¬ 
sidered . . . .Some years ago, 
a Chicago hospital ran a 
high mortality rate and and 
its doctors tried to justify it 
by saying that they were 
trying to save lives of critic¬ 
ally sick people. But it was 
found that its residents were 
operating without supervi- 
son. Any sensible person 
could see they were choos¬ 
ing patients who weren't 
going to live more than a 
week." 

THE IMPORTANT thing. 
Crile says, is for patients to 
be aware that surgery is an 
evolving practice and doc¬ 
tors themselves often dis¬ 
agree on treatment. So it is 
up to the patient to become 
an intelligent participant. 
There is no question but that 
a better decision will be 
made if he or she is in¬ 
formed about (he disease 
and knows something of the 
choices and the alternatives 
available for treatment. 

"MANY persons are fear¬ 
ful of asking questions," 
Crile says. "But a person’s 
body is his or her own. And it 
is you, the patient, not the 
doctor, who has the final say 
about how your body will be 
treated."

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Women will outnumber men on U.S. campuses

EL CERRITO. Calif. — 
Clark Kerr, who presided 
over the Univerlty of Cali¬ 
fornia durinfi the turbulent 
campus disorders of the 
lihiOs and was an architect of 
the .stale's Master Plan for 
Ilipher Education, predicts 
■ hat the Iraditional ratio of 
men to women on college 
campuses will turn around 
before the end of the cen¬ 
tury. 

•TRADITIONALLY, men 
accounted for 80 percent of 
college undergraduates.” 
Kerr said in a recent inter¬ 
view. "Women gradually 
caught up and now It's about 


half and half. I am saying I 
think women will rise above 
the 60 percent level.” 

Kerr, still remembered 
for a series of events that 
began with his unsuccessful 
effort to quell the Free 
Speech Movement distur¬ 
bances at UC Berkeley in 
1984 and ended with his oust¬ 
er as president by the UC 
Board of Regents in 1967. 
has been directing work of 
the Carnegie Council on 
Higher Education since 
leaving the university. 

KERR THINKS blacks 
may overtake and surpass 
whites in gollege attendance 
by the year 2000 — and for 
the same reason that women 
will outnumber males:

’’Education will mean 
more to them (than to white 
males)." In the case of both 
women and blacks, ‘’there is 
less your family can do to 
get you started." he said. 

A FAtTOR in these 
projections Is that the rate 
of return for going to college 
has "gone down about one- 
Ihird since the peak enroll 
ments of the 1960s,’* Kerr 
said. 

Normally, more young 
men than women follow 
their fathers into occupation 
to become plumbers, run the 
machine shop, work on the 
farm. 

"THERE ARE fewer oc¬ 
cupations open to women 
who would follow their 
mothers, .so education will 


mean more to women than 
to men. The same thing 
would be true of blacks", 
Kerr said. "If you want to 
get ahead, an education will 
mean more to you." 

Now 67. with controversy 
behind him and re-em¬ 
braced by the regents, who 
in 1974 conferred on him the 
title of president emeritus. 
Kerr said his outlook for the 
future of higher education is 
"more encouraging than the 
deep gloom most people are 
in these days" about it. 

TO THQ$>E who estimate 
enrollments will plummet 25 
percent to 40 percent In the 
next couple of decades, he 
says the drop wilt be "more 
like 10 percent, even as low 
as 5 percent. 

"From a strictly demo¬ 


graphic point of view, the 
IS-year-old group, from 
which freshmen come, in 
1992 will be only 75 percent 
of what it is today," he said. 
But he argues that enroll¬ 
ment-decline estimates 
based on those figures are 
"quite exaggerated." 

ONE BIG supply of col¬ 
lege students in tlie future, 
according to Kerr, will be 
dropouts. Schools will "try 
to make themselves more 
attractive to keep student.s 
and to lure back those who 
do drop out. he said. Also, 
"the enormous increase in 
enrollment in the ’60s more 
than doubles the number of 
older people who might re¬ 
turn to college." 

KERR LIVES with his 


wife, Kay, in a hilltop home 
in El Cerrito about 5 miles 
from the Berkeley campus. 
He says he Is glad to have 
come in from the cold, as far 
as the university is con¬ 
cerned. 


For a time, invitations to 
campu.ses were few and far 
between. But since being 

named president emeritus, 
invitations are coming in 
and two campus buildings 


have been named for him at 
Santa Cruz and Santa Bar 
bara. 

"I WAS sort of out m Si- 
Wria for a while," he admit 
ted, "and it was cold."

Trade war fear eased 


TV ad talks to go on 


WASHINGTON (CP)- 
LMders of the National Aa- 
soclatlon of Broadcasters 
assured their Canadian 
counterparts Wednesday 
that they believed trade 
sanctions against Canada 
would provide no solution to 
the border broadcasting dis¬ 
pute. 

Ernie Steele, president of 
the Canadian Association of 
Broadcasters, said the 
Americans stressed that 
they did not want to be Iden¬ 
tified with any suggested 
trade sanctions. The Issue 
was raised at a meeting of 
the two executives. 

He said In an Interview 
that although the Americans 
still opposed the Canadian 
tax law on border-station 
advertising, they felt a 


search for solutions should 
continue. 

The sanctions were pro¬ 
posed by a group of U.S. 
border television stations. 
Including KVOS-TV, Bell¬ 
ingham. Wash., urging the 
U.S. to retaliate against the 
Canadian law, which pro¬ 
hibits tax deductions on ad¬ 
vertisements placed on a 
U.S. station and directed at 
a Canadian audience. 

At a special trade com¬ 
mittee hearing, the border 
stations had suggested the 
U.S. respond by restricting 
Imports of Canadian films 
or tightening up the I96S 
Canada-U.S. auto pact. 

Ed Prevost, chairman of 
the board of the Canadian 


organization, said Wednes¬ 
day's meetings ended with 
his committee “still at 
odds” with the U.S. on the 
television tax issue. 

Steele added, however, 
that the two groups believed 
a search for an alternative 
solution “has to go on." 

Prevost explained that the 
meeting, set up when the 
American board visited Can¬ 
ada for a Joint meeting last 
June, was designed largely 
for “dialogue and liaison." 

Steele said the Americans 
did, however, invite the Ca¬ 
nadian association to act as 
co-host of an Inter-Ameri¬ 
can Association of Broad¬ 
casters meeting to be held 
here In October. 1979. 


The full board of the Cana¬ 
dian group will decide later 
whether to accept the invita¬ 
tion, which has already been 
approved by the American 
board.

(UPI) — The energy ex¬ 
ploration ship Glomar Pa¬ 
cific collided with one of Its 
supply boats 70 miles off the 
coast Monday, causing a 
small oil spill, the Coast 
Guard said.

Callaghan puts Labor on line today 



Callaghan 

, will accept verdict 


LONDON (AP) — Prime Minister James 
Callaghan's minority Labor government 
lost a crucial House of Commons vole Wed¬ 
nesday night on its anli-inflalion pay policy 
and imm^iately staked its future on a vole 
of confidence. 

Callaghan called the vote of confidence 
for today. If the government is defeated, 
there might be a general election within 
weeks. 

Political reporters at the Commons, after 
talking with party leaders, said they ex¬ 
pect the government to survive the vote with 
a small majority. 

The crisis came after the opposition Con¬ 
servatives. led by .Margaret Thatcher, in¬ 
troduced a motion attacking the govern¬ 
ment's use of economic sanctions against 
companies which exceed pay increases of 


Defeat in confidence vote 
would send U.K. to polls 


five per cent this year. The ceiling on 
pay increases is designed to control infla¬ 
tion. 

The motion, which attacked what is de¬ 
scribed as arbitrary use of sanctions without 
parliamentary approval, was approved by a 
vole of 2tl&-279. 

A further vote incorporating the censure 
in a more general motion on the gov¬ 
ernment's counter-inflation policy resulted 
in a second government defeat, this time 
2gS2tl3. 

At that point, amid uproar in the Com¬ 
mons, Callaghan said a motion of confidence 


in his government would be introduced 
“forthwith" and voted upon today. 

He said: "The government will accept the 
verdict of the House and if we are defeat¬ 
ed. we shall ask the country to choose." 

There was confusion Is to how many of 
Labor's own members, particularly from 
the disgruntled left wing, abstained in the 
vote. 

Many of the 635 members were absent. 
Only 564 voted on the first motion and 566 
on the second. 

Labor is in a minority in the Commons 
with 306 .seals, against 280 Conservatives. 
13 Liberals, II Scottish Nationalists, 10 Ul¬ 


ster Unionists, three Welsh Nationalists, two 
Scottish Labor, one Social Democratic 
Labor member from Northern Ireland, and 
one independent. 

This makes 629 members. There are four 
non-voting officers and two current va¬ 
cancies, making a total of 635. 

Labor depends upon support from the 
smaller factions to get its program 
through. 

Callaghan must call an election by Octo¬ 
ber, 1979, when the government's five-year 
term expires. Defeat on today's motion of 
confidence would bring an election within 
weeks. 

The U.S.-owned Ford Motor Co. was the 
immediate cau.se of the crisis. 

After a nine-week strike at its British 
plants, the company broke the government 
pay c^e by agreeing to a 17-per-cent pay 
increase.

Curtis dumps 
lottery chief 


The $30.000'a-year head of 
the B.C. Lotteries Branch 
was fired Wednesday fol¬ 
lowing charges of irregular¬ 
ities involving seven unsold 
$25 bonus tickets. 

Jack Stewart was dis¬ 
missed by Provincial Secre¬ 
tary H^h Curtis although 
the incidents involving him 
had taken place while Grace 
McCarthy was the minister 
responsible for lotteries. 

In a prepared press re- 
lea.se on provincial secre¬ 
tary and government ser¬ 
vices letterhead it was 
stated that Stewart's dismis- 
.sal followed the cashing of 
$25 tickets to defray the ex¬ 
penses of a retirement func¬ 
tion and help pay for a re¬ 
tirement gift. 

The press release stales 
that "by his own admission 
(Slewari) cashed seven un¬ 
sold tickets, each valued at 


$25. in order to finance a 
retirement function and gift 
for a retiring employee." 

Unsold lotleo' tickets are 
relumed to B.C. headquar¬ 
ters and retained in a vault 
until after the various draws 
are held. .Stewart, it is 
claimed, removed seven un¬ 
sold $25 bonus tickets, 
cashed them and used the 
funds for the staff function. 

The press relea.se said he 
was immediately suspended 
in October and dismissed 
Wednesday on the recom¬ 
mendation of the Western 
Canada Lottery Founda 
lion. 

Stewart has reimbursed 
the foundation for the $175 
involved in the transaction 
and has indicated that hr 
intends to "grieve the deci¬ 
sion" removing him from 
office.

BANDIT’S PLOT 

It could have been entitled How Not to Succeed in 
Robbery After Really Trying. 

It began when someone phoned Johnny's Super- 
Ette comer grocery at Owen's and Wishart in Col- 
wood Wedne^ay morning to report that proprietor 
Johnny Yu’s I4-year-old son, George, had broken his 
wri.st at school. 

The phoney call cleared the obstacles. Yu drove 
to a clinic only to discover his son hadn't been hurt 
after all. His wife, meanwhile, went into the living 
quarters behind the store to prepare an old Chinese 
remedy for her son. 

Yu's mother-in-law, Suey-fun Low, 60. was the 
only one left when a young bandit appeared, knife in 
hand. 

However.Ihe woman couldn't understand Eng¬ 
lish and the intruder couldn't speak Chinese. He left 
emptyhanded. 

“I think that's the only thing that stopped the 
robbery,” Yu said later. 

A 16-year-old juvenile was arrested as a suspect 
nine hours later and released in his parents' cus¬ 
tody. 


MONTREAL (CP) — 
Ending eight years and 10 
days of exile, jacque^s and 
Louise Cossette-Trudel re¬ 
turned to Quebec on Wed¬ 
nesday to face charges aris¬ 
ing from the 1970 kidnapping 
of a British diplomat. 

The couple smiled broadly 
as they and their two chil 
dren.

A.s wet snow fell, police 
led the couple from the jet 
and into a waiting car. then 
whisked them to a downtown 
police station where they 
were detained for question¬ 
ing.

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Nursing home laws ‘inadequate’ 


VANCDUVER (UPI) - 
Some B.C. nursing homes 
are dangerous to the health 
of their patients, the direc¬ 
tor of the provincial Regis¬ 
tered Nurses Association 
said Wednesday. 

Marilyn Carmack said 
some staff members were 
under-trained, facilities are 
inferior and provincial le^s- 
lation governing nursing 
homes was inadequate. The 
nurses' association has 


asked the provincial govern¬ 
ment to strengthen the legis¬ 
lation. 

"We’ve submitted revi¬ 
sions of regulations under 
the (immunity Care Facili¬ 
ties Licensing Act to correct 
the problems," she said. 

Existing legislation al¬ 
lowed unlicensed personnel 
to supervise staff who pro¬ 
vide nursing care, leading to 
severe problems, she said. 

Elderly patients were 


sometimes given incoirect 
dosages and staff were un¬ 
able to deal with some pa¬ 
tients’ reactions to pre¬ 
scribed medicine. 

“One of our main con¬ 
cerns is in the area of medi¬ 
cation,” Carmack said. "It's 
not hard to train someone to 
give people pills. But to 
know what reactions to 
watch foi^that takes a little 
more." 

The nurses’ brief recom¬ 


mends changes in nursing 
home staffing regulations to 
assure that qualified super¬ 
visors are always on duty. 

"We also want to have 
changes in general surveil¬ 
lance of nutrition and gen¬ 
eral hygiene,” Carmack 
said. “We know of situations 
where a person in long-term 
care facilities had scabies. 

“There are also cases 
where patients, although fed 
properly, have lost their

Dayan himself, that a goal

Boeing 
blames 
air crew 

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Boeing C3i. has filed docu¬ 
ments in a California court 
that blame the flight crew, 
not a thrust reverser, for the 
crash of a Pacific Western 
Airlines Boeing 737 in Cran- 
brook, last Feb. II. 

Charles Davies, a Boeing 
project engineer, filed an 
affidavit claiming if that 
the pilot had followed nor¬ 
mal go-round procedures 
and not made an improper 
left-rudder input, the plane 
would not have crashed. 
Forty-three persons were 
killed. 

The plane crashed after 
the flight crew tried to abort 
a landing at the Cranbrook 
airport when it spotted a 
snow-clearing machine on 
the runway. 

A coroner's inquest ear¬ 
lier this year was told that a 
thrust reverser remained 
open when the pilot aborted 
the landing, causing the 
plane to veer to the left, 
crash and burst into 
flames. 

Davies said that based on 
Boeing flight tests and a 
simulation done at the re¬ 
quest of Transport Canada, 
the Boeing 737 is controll¬ 
able with only one thrust 
reverser. 

The affidavit is part of 
Boeing's defence against 
multi-million-dollar law¬ 
suits relating to the crash. 

In an interview from Seat¬ 
tle. Harold Carr, Boeing 
public relations officer, said 
the company did not plan to 
make public its report to 
Transport Canada while the 
aircraft company was in¬ 
volved in the court case.

PORT ALBERNI - It is 
hifthly likely that the city’s 
Park.s and Recreation Com¬ 
mission will assume the re¬ 
sponsibility for the renting 
nut of Alberni District Sec¬ 
ondary School's auditorium 
in the new year. 

The idea has been pro¬ 
posed to the School District 
70 administration, and has 
been given first approval of 
the district school board 
subject to the recommenda¬ 
tion of a facilities commit¬ 
tee which will meet shortly 
with the parks staff to work 
out details such as a chanw 
in fee structure which the 


parks people have pul 
forward. 

The commission would 
then be responsible to rent 
the premises out commer¬ 
cially in the future and look 
after such items as man¬ 
ning and ticket selling. 

file rental fees would be 
substantially higher for out- 
of-town commercial u.sers of 
the auditorium in particu¬ 
lar. 

Current user fees run 
from $100 to $190 for in-town 
groups renting the hall to 
$200 to $260 for out-of town 
or touring groups. 

■’Out-of-town groups can 
come in here and rent the 
auditorium for $200 and 
walk away with a profit of $5 


or $10 thousand.” secretary- 
treasurer John Wright esti¬ 
mated to the board in rec¬ 
ommending the move. 

One member of the board 
was concerned about the 
new fee structure. 

Trustee Bob Hoadley 
wanted to know at what 
point in the process the local 
u.ser groups would have 
some Input on any new fees 
to be installed. 

He pointed out that the 
local pottery group had had 
to switch their annual show 
to a community cburch hall 
because of the substantially 
higher fees being charged 
for the use of rooms at Echo 
Centre, the city’s recrea¬ 
tional complex which is also 


administered by the Parks 
and Recreation Commis¬ 
sion. 

”ADS.S auditorium is in a 
school building built and 
maintained at taxpayer ex¬ 
pense. I would hate to see 
the local user groups priced 
out of its legitimate use. and 
I think they should have 
some say right how as to 
what they will be expected 
to pay,” he said. 

Boa^ chairman June 
Kearney said she felt the 
committee could do its work 
before any local groups 
were advis^. 

”We could then put any 
final decision as a notice of 
motion, which would give 
the local groups an opportu¬ 


nity to approach the board 
before the final decision Is 
made,” she told Hoadley. 

Hoadley said he merely 
wanted some assurance that 
no final fee structure embo¬ 
dying inerea.ses would be 
pass^ on before the local 
groups were consulted. 

In other business, the 
board was advised that 
there was no action it couid 
lake other than co-operating 
with the locai RCMP in 
gaining*restitution for dam¬ 
age caused by juvenile van¬ 
dalism. 

The matter arose from a 
letter from the principal of 
Calgarv elementary school, 
which had suffered an inci¬ 
dence of vandalism in mid- 


November in which four ju¬ 
veniles were apprehended 
by police. 

Since the culprits were 
known to be juveniles at¬ 
tending school in the dis¬ 
trict, the principal request 
ed that the t^rd press 
charges and call for restltu 
tion. 

Secretary-treasurer 
Wright advised the board, 
however, that in filling out 
some forms for the RCMP, 
the board had done about all 
It could In the matter. 

”It is entirely up to the 
police to take this thing to 
juvenile court and-for the 
judge to decide on restitu¬ 
tion, and even then the par¬ 


ents don’t have to pay It if 
they disagree. That’s the 
way the system works,” 
Wright said. 

Trustee Joanne Mahon 
wondered if it were not a 
good time to look further 
into the business of the pay¬ 
ment of restitution for dam¬ 
age done by juveniles. 

She understood, she .said, 
that the probation officer for 
the district was looking into 
the appointment of a work 
service officer in March. 
"Perhaps this would be the 
time to establish contact 
with this new officer and 
with the membership of the 
CUPE local, to sec if it 
were possible to set up a 


system whereby the vandals 
could be made to work off 
restitution in cases such as 
this,” she said. 

Chairman Kearney 

agreed, saying that with the 
costs of vandalism getting 
as high as they were, it was 
about time that some policy 
was set by the board In con¬ 
nection with gaining restitu 
tion. If such a policy as sug 
gested could be made to 
work it would certainly be 
better than the present situ¬ 
ation in which there was 
hardly ever any restitution 
paid. 

Trustee Mahon then pul 
her suggestion in the form of 
a motion which the board 
passed unanimously.

COURTENAY — The 
Coinox Valley Citizens’ 
Traffic Advisory Com¬ 
mittee appeared as a 
delegation at a recent re¬ 
gional district meeting.

While Fraser said the 
four-lanes approach to 
the bridge would only be 
to facilitate traffic on 
and off the bridge, the 
traffic committee says 
the bridge “has become 
in reality a four-lane 
bridge" and will become 
the key connection in the 
upgrading of the present 
highway to four-lane sta¬ 
tus. 

The letter to regional

Keith Seale, who signed 
the letter as acting chair¬ 
man, said his group has 
6,000 names while Ftaser 
says he has only received 
some SCO individual let¬ 
ters of protest. 

The total population of 
Oiurtenay, Comox and Cum¬ 
berland and the surrounding 
trading area is about 4S,000. 

In a postscript to the let¬ 
ter. Seale says: “It will be 
the intention of this delega¬ 
tion to offer a temporary 
solution to Ckmrtenay’s traf- 
^ fic problem, which should 
satisfy all concerned, par¬ 
ticularly the taxpayer.” 

The 17th Street crossing as 
opposed to a bypa.vs has 
hwn a contentions issue (or 
some time but those oppos¬ 
ing the new crossing appear 
to be people concemM be¬ 
cause of business premises 
in the area, environmenta¬ 
lists and naturalists. 

City council has pushed

DUNCAN — Premier Bennett’s recent cabinet shuffle 
and appointment of Rafe Mair as environment minis¬ 
ter, replacing tbe controversial James Nielsen who was 
moved to consumer and corporate affairs, has been 
greeted here, with mixed emotions. 

Environmentalists seemed optimistic while local poli¬ 
ticians known to favor industrial development in the 
Cowichan estuary generally adopted a wait-and-.see 
attitude. 

Cowichan Estuary Preservation Society’s Carol Skin¬ 
ner said she was "very pleased. He (Mair) seems to 
have an open mind.” 

.She said the society had recently sent a telegram to 
Mair asking an early meeting and getting H. 

”We (CEPS) are looking forward to meeting him be¬ 
fore he makes the task force report public,” she said. 

She added she was also “very pleasni” that fi 
sheries and wildlife would be under the umbrella of 
Mair’s new environment ministry. 

She said Mair’s appointment "opens up a whole new 
ball game.” 

Estuary environmentalist Ann Holden said she was 
also pleased to hear of the change in ministers, "bi'- 
cause Nielsen wouldn’t even listen to us. 

"I’m not naive enough to think that everything is now 
going to be fine, just because we’ve got the change 
But things had deteriorated to such a slate that a change 
was definitely needed.” 

Cowichan Bay marina operator Peter Lambert said: 
“While it’s difficult to say at this point, it should cer¬ 
tainly be an improvement. We should get a fairer shake 
with Mair. 

"The change should certainly be good as far as 
sports and commercial fishermen are concerned.” 

Fish and wildlife were previously part of Sam 
Bawlf's recreation and con.servation ministry, which 
was eliminated in the shuffle. 


Mair is al.so a well-known fly fisherman and sports 
man, which Bawlf and Nielsen are not 

Duncan Mayor Ken Paskin said: ‘’My first reaction 
is one of pleasure and appreciation. But only time 
wiil teli. 

"Judging by Nielsen’s past performance, it’s al¬ 
most sure to be an improvement.” 

North Cowichan Aid. Rex Hollett, a well-known propo 
nent of industrial development in the estuary, said: 
"While it’s not reaily fair to comment on this as I 
haven’t thought loo much about it and I don’t realty 
know Mair weil enough, I think Mair’s probabiy a litlie 
more inciined to favor the estuary, rather than to pave 
it." 

Hollett said he "was plea.sed to see Bill Vander 
Zalm become municipal affairs minister. He will cer¬ 
tainly go more along with my thinking and not allow 
the regional boards to become a (our^ level of gov¬ 
ernment.” 

North Cowichan Mayor George Whittaker said: “As 
far as the environment ministry Is concerned, I don’t 
really know at this stage. But I’m happy with the 
change In the ministry of municipal affairs from 
Hugh Curtis to Bill Vander Zalm, not (hat I had any 
complaints with Curtis.” 

Whittaker .said he didn't think that Bennett wanted 
someone beading municipal affairs that was already 
“precommitted” as far as regional district govern 
ment was concerned. 

Whittaker said he also favored the process of electing 
a regional board chairman at large. 

“If they (provincial government) are going to give 
the regional boards more power, and it appeals from 
the recent regional board review that they are, then 
they should certainly elect the chairman at large. This 
could moderate possible parochialism,” he said. 


No more water boilin g 

Crofton crowd 
will drink 
to latest move

DUNCAN — Crofton 
residents wishing to cele¬ 
brate the holiday season 
with the odd dram of 
whisky, will no longer 
have to boil the water 
they might u.se as a 
mixer. 

Boiling restrictions 
placed on their drinking 
water by Dr. P.J. Reyn¬ 
olds, Central Vancouver 
Island Health Unit's 
medical health officer, 
have been lifted. 

The restrictions were 
imposed several months 
ago, when the 1,400-mem¬ 
ber community gained 
national press and televi¬ 
sion coverage following a 
Colonist front-page story 
reporting residents’ com¬ 
plains of frogs, salaman¬ 
ders and snakes being 
found in the sinks and 
taps of their domestic 
water supply. 

The water supply comes 
from Crofton Lake, a shal¬ 
low 4g-acre body of water 
looking like an overgrowm 
marsh and choked with dead 
and decaying plant materi¬ 
al. 

Crofton residents have 
been taking water from the 
lake for years, but improve¬ 
ments to the system have 
failed to keep pace with (he 
community’s requirements. 

The situation came to a 
head last summer when low 
water levels in the aiready- 
shaliow iake (12 feet at its 
deepest point) lowered the 
water quality below health 
department standards. 

Letters were sent to all 
residents stressing that they 
boil their drinking water. 

The two main probiems 
facing Crofton now are the 
source of its water supply 
the how great the cost. 


Wherever the residents 
get their water from, the 
town needs $600,000 in im¬ 
provements to the distribu¬ 
tion system. 

The trunk line from the 
lake is six inches in diame¬ 
ter, unacceptable for com¬ 
mercial fire protection. 

In addition, a 30.000-gallon 
reservoir in the Chiico Road 
area is quickly approaching 
the end of its life. 

Municipal proposals call 
for a new 300,000-gallon 
reservoir in the Shasta Road 
area to act as insurance in a 
fire situation and to supply 
water during peak summer 
periods. 

A 12-inch main pipe would 
replace the current six-inch

Busing driving trustees bonkers 


COMOX — School trustees here ate facing the 
second confrontation between themselves, students 
and parents over lack of busing. 

Earlier this week some 60 students of the new High¬ 
land senior high school in Comox, which only opened 
three weeks ago, launched a protest and strike. 

Placard<arryipg students chanted ”we want a 
bus" and smaller ^ups later visited the Town Hall in 
Comox and the school board office and Vanier senior 
high school in Courtenay, seeking support for their 
demands. 

The students blocked the roadway where cars enter 
and leave and a bus which was to take drama student.-- 
to another area was cancelled. 

Maintenance vehicles were stopped from entering 
tbe .school grounds and a threat was made to smash a 
windshield if (he vehicles did in fact attempt to enter. 

Those students in the school who did not take part 
In the demonstration, by far the greatest majority, were 
distracted by the chanting pupils. 

Most of the demonstration was over by Monday 
noon, but some students did not return to classes thi- 
remainder of the day. 


Trustees were told the demonstration was believed 
to have been organized by parents. 

Trustee Terry Ryan, a lawyer and local crown coun¬ 
sel, suggested (he parents and students should consult a 
lawyer before any effort was made to repeat the perfor¬ 
mance. 

The public Schools Act provides sections dealing 
with disturbances and with the blocking of driveways. 

The problem, which Highland students are using as 
the basis for their demands, began last September, 
when trustees decided to cancel two buses from Our- 
tenay to Vanier. 

They brought in a policy which set a three-mile walk 
requirement for senior students and in cancelling the 
bus. saved a considerable sum of money. 

The action, however, aroused the Ire of many par¬ 
ents and students and eventually a concerned parents’ 
group was organized. 

They appeared before the board, wrote a letter to 
Courtenay city council and appeared before the school 
board on a second occasion. 

Council set up a committee to meet with the trus- 
tees, but to no avail. 

The policy remained in force and since the end of 
September, little has been heard of the matter. 


The little known fact about Highland school is that it 
was specifically constructed on land within a three-mile 
radius of the students it serves. 

It eliminated the need for any busing of students 
and supported the board policy in regard to walk 
limits. 

One Highland parent contended the bus had been re¬ 
moved without prior notice, but In fact a bus had never 
been intended for the school not was one put on the 
run. 

In addition, a meeting was held with parents of 
Highland students prior to the opening of the school, 
when the situation was fully explained. 

Parents Involved say the road has black ice, is 
poorly lit, narrow and dangerous. 

trustees reply that the road Is paved, that black ice 
is not a school board problem and that lighting is the 
prerogative of the highways ministry. 

miat will happen in January remains to be seen. 

Vice-chairman Ruth McKellar. who chaired this 
week’s board meeting, instructed (he (wo student 
delegates how to appear before the board and be pro¬ 
perly placed on the agenda.

The only alternative water 
supply to Crofton Lake 
would be to sink wells in 
Westholme and pump water 
three miles to the Crofton 
townsite. 

Municipal officials have 
been pushing for the well 
proposal, as it would app(-ar 
to be the most logical 
choice. 

Improvements to Crofton 
Lake have been estimated 
by North Cowichan muni 
cipal engineers to carry a 
price tag of about $6tX),000 
and even then would only 
guarantee a five-year sup¬ 
ply. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment will only assist in the 
financing if there’s a mini 
mum 20-.vear guaranu-ed 
water supply. 

This means that Crofton 
residents would have to pick 
up the entire $500,000 tab. 
amounting to about $2.'>0 
each per year. Current costs 
are less than $56 per year. 

However, the Westholme 
wells, although even more 
expensive at about $1.27 mil¬ 
lion. would supply mon- 
water and provincial money 
would be available. 

Provincial assistance over 
20 years would bring the cost 
down to about $63 a year for 
town property owners. 

To this must be added the 
$36 for distribution improve 
ments, and the annual bill 
would come to about $100 or 
$8.30 per month. 

Tbe Crofton water system 
has been subsidized from 
municipal coffers for a num¬ 
ber of years. 

This year’s subsidy of $35,- 
000 is the highest yet. 

North Cowichan council 
has been holding meetings 
with a nine-member resi¬ 
dents’ representative com¬ 
mittee for the purposes of 
reviewing and di.scussing all 
pertinent technical and fi¬ 
nancial information avail¬ 
able, with a view to finaliz¬ 
ing and resolving the water 
problem.

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Qualicum draws up amended zoning bylaw

« QUALICL’M BEACH - 
The Qualicum Beach village 
council has drawn up an 
amended zoning bylaw 
which will replace the pres¬ 
ent one passed in 1974. The 
new bylaw will have to go to 
a public hearing before it 
can be adopted. 

The village is divided into 
zones for residential use, 
civic use. tourist commer¬ 
cial, commercial and spe¬ 
cial commercial uses. There 
are also zones for parking 
Under each heading the per¬ 
mitted uses are listed, and 
any use which Is not listed is 
not permitted. 

The council recognizes 
there Is a part of the village 
designated as agricultural 
land reserve and this is go¬ 
verned by the Agricultural 
Land Commission Act. 

Provision Is made in the 
bylaw9for continuation of 
nonconforming uses of prop¬ 
erty. The bylaw slates. "The 
lawful use of any building or 
structure and land including 
the surface of water existing 
at the lime of the adoption of 
this bylaw, although such 


use does not conform to the 
regulations of this bylaw, 
may be continued." 

It is further staled: "Any 
building or structure con¬ 
forming as to use. but which 
is nonconforming as to size, 
shape or siting at the time of 
adoption of this bylaw, shall 
not by reason thereof be 
deem^ nonconforming. 

•‘However, any subse¬ 
quent additions or exten¬ 
sions to such building or 
structure shall comply with 
the regulations specified for 
the zone in which it is locat¬ 
ed.” 

The bylaw sets out the 
procedure to be used by an 
applicant wishing to have an 
area of the village rezoned. 

The village council may 
by bylaw designate any land 
It deems appropriate as a 
development area. There 
are three such areas in the 
municipal community plan. 
The council may set guide 
lines for use of the land 
within a development area. 

There arc two pages of 
definitions of terms used in 
the zoning bylaw. Under 
Home Occupation Use a 
number of nonpermitted ac-

All activi¬ 
ties including storage of 
goods of any kind, pertain¬ 
ing to an accessory home 
occupation use shaH be con¬ 
duct^ rntirely-within a per¬ 
mitted building except 
where It Involves horticul¬ 
ture. 

It is lurther stated the use 
of the home shall not involve 
the display or sale of any 
commodity. A resident con¬ 
ducting a business In his 
home may not discharge 
odorous, toxic or noxious 
matter or vapor. Noise, 
electrical interference, ra¬ 
diation and recurring 


ground vibration are also 
prohibited. 

Household pets do not in¬ 
clude horses, donkeys, 
mules, cows, sheep or pigs. 

There are five different 
residential zones including 
single family, single family 
andduplex, low-density mul¬ 
tiple family, mobile home 
parks and rural residential. 

A section of the bylaw is 
devoted to each of these dif¬ 
ferent types of use. Sections 
set out such items as per¬ 
mitted uses, number of 
dwellings per parcel, lot 
coverage of buildings, their 
siting, size and height, park¬ 


ing of guest trailers, as well 
as signs and notices. 

Commercial 2 zone has a 
number of permitted uses 
including stores, bakeries, 
banks, post offices, medical 
and dental offices, restau¬ 
rants. personal service es¬ 
tablishments including bar¬ 
ber shops, community halls, 
libraries and professional 
offices. Rear loading yards 
have to be. provided. No 
buildings may exceed nine 
meters in height. 

Commercial 3 zone is for 
hotels, motels, restaurants, 
tourist areommodatlon. re¬ 
sorts, marinas and neigh¬ 
bourhood grocery stores. 


Commercial 4 zone is for 
service stations, driveins, 
motor vehicle sales and ser¬ 
vice, lumber yards, indust¬ 
rial warehousing, light man¬ 
ufacturing, public utilities 
and parking areas. 

Ci^c zones are for civic 
offices, schools, public 
parks and golf courses. 

The zoning bylaw is very 
specific in setting out the 
number of offstreet parking 
spaces. Single family dwell 


ings must have two parking 
spaces per dwelling unit. 
Apartment blocks with five 
or more units must have one 
and a half parking places 
per unit. Medical and dental 
clinics must have four park¬ 
ing spaces per doctor or 
dentist. Restaurants must 
have one parking space per 
100 square feet of gross floor 
area. 

There is a section of the 
byiiw which sets out penal¬ 


ties for people who break the 
provisions of the bylaw. 
Upon summary conviction a 
penally may be Imposed not 
exceeding $500 plus the cost 
of the prosecution.

tbe downward trend, figures 
from safely councils and 
transportation ministries 
show. 

While officials couldn’t 
say why deaths decreased, 
one ofOcial in British Co¬ 
lumbia gave credit to in¬ 
creased use of seatbelts, a 
crackdown on drinking driv¬ 
ers and lower speed limits. 

Whatever the reasons, 
four provinces—Nova Sco¬ 
tia, Quebec, Manitoba and 
^skatchewan—recorded in¬ 
creased death tolls, latest 
available figures .show. 

B.C. had the largest drop 
in traffic fatalities, with 465 
persons killed by the end of 
September this year, com¬ 
pared to 526 in the first nine 
months of 1977. 

To the end of September, 


Ontario counted 701 deaths, 
down from 713 in the same 
period last year. 

Fred Cederberg, a safety 
information officer, at¬ 
tacked what he calM the 
popular myth that drunk 
drivers cau^ most traffic 
accidenLs. 

“Actually, only 2.7 per 
cent of accidents are cau.sed 
by the drinking driver,” Ce¬ 
derberg said. "The cold 
sober person causes 90 to 94 
per cent of accidents." 

He added that only one per 
cent of accidenLs resulted 
from mechanical failure. 

Cederberg said a West 
German study showed that 
men and women who were 
angry when they left home 
for work were the most 
likely to cau.se accidents. 

Hie transportation safety 


branch of the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment reported 369 deaths 
during the flrst nine months 
of 1978, compared to 415 to 
Sept. 30, 1977. 

Of those provinces that 
showed increases in fatali¬ 
ties, Saskatchewan had 238 
by the end of October and 
236 by last Oct. 31; Manitoba 
had 122 to tbe end of August 


and 107 in the same period 
last year; Quebec had 423 by 
Dec. 10 and 389 by the same 
time last year. Nova Scotia 
210 in the period Jan. 1 to 
Dec. 10, up from from 172 in 
the same time last year.

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A Langford girl convicted 
of trafficking in marijuana 
last Christma.s was put on a 
year's probation in Victoria 
county court Wednesday. 

Darlene Anne Doucette. 
18, had been found guilty by 
a jury in November, II 
months after the offence in 
which RCMP picked her up 
with seven marijuana ciga¬ 
rettes and lists recording 
.sales of marijuana by the 
bag. Her apartment yielded 
a set of scales, plastic bags 
and marijuana seeds. 

Defence counsel noted 
that less than a half ounce of 
marijuana was involved and 
that Doucette’s lifestyle had 
changed over the past year. 

“I am satisfied the deci¬ 
sion was based on tbe 
facts," Stewart said. “I am 
satisifed you have had a real 
scare arising out of these 
proceedings . . . the offence 
was a straying off the path 
and that you have rehabili¬ 
tated yourself." 

The judge added. “Jt’s not 
hard to live within the laws 
of this country, and I’m 
pretty well satisfied this 
morning that you are going 
to do so." 

A similar charge of being 
in pos.session of marijuana 
for the purpase of traffick¬ 
ing, relating to a separate 
event, was faced by Wayne 
Pye, 18, who pleaded guilty 
and was placed on probation 
for two years. 

Court was told he had pre¬ 
vious convictions of being a 
minor in pas.session of liquor 
and driving while under su.s- 
pension. Stewart said his 
part in the trafficking was 
in.significant. but it was still 
a criminal offence, and on 
the face of it his record ap¬ 
peared bad. 

Paul Edward .Schiller, 19, 
of Victoria, sold a small 
quantity of marijuana in 
Port Albemi after being 
persuaded by an undercover 
policeman to obtain it from 
an acquaintance. 

He pleaded ^ilty to traf¬ 
ficking in marijuana by sell¬ 
ing a quarter-ounce bag for 
$25. A search turned up $234 
and seven small bags of 
marijuana, another half- 
pound and five small bags of 
marijuana in his car. and 
half a pound in a plastic milk 
bag in the kitchen of his resi¬ 
dence, most of it tbe prop¬ 
erty of others in the hou.se. 

^ewart placed Schiller on 
probation for two years. 

Richard Lane Monette. 18, 
appeared in another court 
before Judge Herbert L. 
■Skipp, pleading guilty to 
being in possession last Aug. 
9 of stolen cash, jewelry 
and other articles. He was 
sentenced to six months in 
jail, concurrent with a term 
being served for an earlier

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Callaghan puts Labor on line today 



Callaghan 
, will accept verdict 


LONDON (AP) — Prime Minister James 
CallaKhan's minority Labor government 
lost a crucial House of Commons vote Wed¬ 
nesday nifiht on its anti-inflation pay policy 
and immediately slaked its future on a vote 
of confidence. 

Callaghan called the vote of confidence 
for today. H the government is defeated, 
there might be a general election within 
weeks. 

Political reporters at the Commons, after 
talking with party leaders, said they ex¬ 
pect the government to surv ive the vote with 
a small majority. 

The crisis came after the opposition Con¬ 
servatives, led by Margaret Thatcher, in¬ 
troduced a motion attacking the govern¬ 
ment's use of economic sanctions against 
companies which exceed pay increases of 


Defeat in confidence vote

five per cent this year. The ceiling on 
pay increases is designed to control infla¬ 
tion. 

The motion, which attacked what is de¬ 
scribed as arbitrary use of sanctions without 
parliamentary approval, was approved by a 
vote of 285-279. 

A further vote incorporating the censure 
in a more general motion on the gov¬ 
ernment's counter-inflation policy resulted 
in a second government defeat, this time 
285-283. 

At that point, amid uproar in the Com¬ 
mons, Callaghan said a motion of confidence 


in his government would be introduced 
“forthwith" and voted upon today. 

He said: “The government will accept the 
verdict of the House and if we are defeat¬ 
ed. we shall ask the country to choose.” 

There was confusion as to how many of 
Labor's own members, particularly from 
the disgruntled left wing, abstained in the 
vote. 

Many of the 635 members were absent. 
Only 564 voted on the first motion and 568 
on the second. 

Labor is in a minority in the Commons 
with 308 seats, against 280 Conservatives, 
13 Liberals, II Scottish Nationalists, 10 Ul¬ 


ster Unionists, three Welsh Nationalists, two 
Scottish Labor, one Social Democratic 
Labor member from Northern Ireland, and 
one independent. 

This makes 629 members. There are four 
non-voting officers and two current va¬ 
cancies. making a total of 635. 

Labor depends upon support from the 
smaller factions to get its program 
through. 

Callaghan must call an election by Octo¬ 
ber, 1979, when the government's five-year 
term expires. Defeat on today's motion of 
confidence would bring an election within 
weeks. , 

The U.S.-owned Ford Motor Co. Vas the 
immediate cause of the crisis. 

After a nine-week strike at its British 
plants, the company broke the government 
pay code by agreeing to a 17-per-cent pay 
increase.

Curtis dumps 
lottery chief 


The $30.000-a-year head of 
the B.C. Lotteries Branch 
was '‘■•ed Wednesday fol¬ 
lowing i'’arges of irregular¬ 
ities involving seven unsold 
$25 bonus tickets. 

Jack Stewart was dis¬ 
missed by Provincial Secre¬ 
tary Hugh Curtis although 
the incidents involving him 
had taken place while Grace 
McCarthy was the minister 
responsible for lotteries. 

In a prepared press re¬ 
lease on provincial .secre 
tary and government ser¬ 
vices letterhead it was 
stated that Stewart's dismis¬ 
sal followed the cashing of 
$25 tickets to defray the ex¬ 
penses of a retirement func¬ 
tion and help pay for a re¬ 
tirement gift. 

The press release states 
that “by his own admission 
(Stewart) cashed seven un¬ 


sold tickets, each valued at 
$25, in order to finance a 
retirement function and gift 
for a retiring employee." 

Unsold lottery tickets are 
returned to B.C. headquar¬ 
ters and retained in a vault 
until after the various draws 
are held. Stewart, it is 
claimed, removed seven un¬ 
sold $^ bonus tickets, 
cashed them and used the 
funds for the staff function. 

The press release said he 
was immediately suspended 
in October and dismis.sed 
Wednesday on the recom¬ 
mendation of the Western 
Canada Lottery F'ounda- 
tion. 

Stewart has reimbursed 
the foundation for the $175 
involved in the transaction 
and has indicated that hr 
intends to “grieve the deci¬ 
sion” removing him from 
office.

It could have been entitled How Not to Succeed in 
Robbery After Really Trying. 

It began when someone phoned Johnny's Super-Ette 
comer grocery at Owen's and Wishart in Colwood Wednes¬ 
day morning to report that proprietor Johnny Yu's 14-year- 
old son. George, had broken his wrist at school. 

The phoney call cleared the obstacles. Yu drove 
to a clinic only to discover his son hadn't been hurt 
after all. His wife, meanwhile, went into the living 
quarters behind the store to prepare an old Chinese 
remedy for her .son. 

Yu's mother-in-law, Suey-fun Low, 60, was the only one 
left when a young bandit appeared; knife in hand. 

However, the woman couldn't understand English and 
the intruder couldn't speak Chinese. He left emptyhanded. 

“I think that's the only thing that stopped the robbery.” 
Yu said later. 

A 16-year-old juvenile was arrested as a suspect 
nine hours later and released In his parents' custody.

VANCOUVER (UPI) - 
Some B.C. nursing homes 
are dangerous to the health 
of their patients, the direc¬ 
tor of the provincial Regis¬ 
tered Nurses Association 
said Wednesday.

Boeing 
blames 
air crew 

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Boeing Co. has filed docu¬ 
ments in a California court 
that blame the flight crew, 
not a thrust reverser, for the 
crash of a Pacific Western 
Airlines Boeing 737 in Cran- 
brook. last F'eb. II. 

Charles Davies, a Boeing 
project engineer, filed an 
affidavit claiming that if 
the pilot had followed nor¬ 
mal go-round procedures 
and not made an Improper 
left-rudder input, the plane 
would not have crashed. 
Forty-three persons were 
killed. 

The plane crashed after 
^thc flight crew tried to abort 
landing at the Cranbrook 
airport when it spotted a 
snow-clearing machine on 
the runway. 

A coroner's inquest ear¬ 
lier this year was told that a 
thrust reverser remained 
open when the pilot aborted 
the landing, causing the 
plane to veer to the left, 
crash and burst into 
flames. 

Davies said that based on 
Boeing flight tests and a 
simulation done at the re¬ 
quest of Transport Canada, 
the Boeing 737 is controll¬ 
able with only one thrust 
reverser. 

The affidavit is part of 
Boeing's defence against 
multi-million-dollar law¬ 
suits relating to the crash.

Harold Carr, Boeing 
public relations officer, said 
the company did not plan to 
make public its report to 
Transport Canada while the 
aircraft company was in¬ 
volved in the court case.

Company reports progress in land deals 

Town and Country 
overhaul advances

The company hoping to de¬ 
velop a two-block area in 
.Suanjeh's municipal core 
has set a mid-January tar 
get for acquiring all the 
properties it net-ds to enab 
le a development plan to be 
presented to council. 

"I'm very optimistic 
about the way negotiations 
are going," a company 
spokesman said in an inter¬ 
view from Edmonton, "but 
at times they've been real 
murder." 

The Campeau Corpora 
lion, owner of the Town and 
Country shopping centre, 
must still come to terms 
with three or four of the 
doren or so property ow ners. 
he said. 

The half-mile area be¬ 
tween .Seymour and Vernon 
contains 17 acres extending 
roughly from the municipal 
hall in the north to just south 
of the Saanich branch li¬ 
brary. 

The proposal would in 
elude an extensive renova 
lion of the existing centre, 
construction of a hotel and 
possibly a motel, movie the- 
alrt-s. new retail outlets, of 
fice towers and apartment 
buildings, all linked by au 
underground mall 

The centre would be en 
closed and new stores added 
in the mall and wholesale 
changes made in present 
parking arrangements, the 
spokesman saidr^i 

"The meter is running 
low. but I'm most ho|H'ful we 
can have all the property 
deals completed in a 
month " 

If the corporation was suc¬ 
cessful in accumulating the 
parcel—about SOil.OOO square 
feet—a development plan 
fur the entire civic core area 
would be- presented to coun 
cil. possibly in early spring, 
the spokesman indicated. 

In the event that negotia¬ 
tions with the remaining 
owners break down, the 
spokesman .said it was pos 
sible that planned changes 
to the centre would be 
liHiked at independently, ad¬ 
ding, "The most attractive 


way would be to deal with it

There are three distinct 
blocks in the core area—the 
north block being handled by 
Montreal Trust, the much 
larger central blm'k oppo 
site the shopping centre, and 
a smaller block to the south 
owned by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment.
